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Kilday Proposes Study: -

WASHINGTON —. Rep. 
Paul J. Kilday told the Times 
this week that a study should 
be made to see if the survivor 
benefits law could be extend- 
ed to those who retire for age 
and length of service. 

Under such a plan, if economical- 
ly feasible, retired men’s depend- 
ents would get the same benefits 
as survivors of those whose deaths 
are service-connected. 

Kilday also repeated a statement 
originally made to this newspaper 
last year that military people, “for 
their own good,” should go to a 
contributory system for their re- 
tirement. 

“For the benefit of military peo- 
ple themselves we will ultimately 
have to have a contributory sys- 
tem,” Kilday said, 

He explained that under such 
a system the serviceman would 
have a guarantee of his retirement 
benefits that would have the force 
of a contract. With such a “con- 
tract” he could be safe from in- 
discriminate cuts in his benefits 
in the future. The Texas lawmaker 
has warned in the past that with 
the rising cost of retirement a 
future Congress might take a meat- 
ax approach to military retirement 
if it is not protected. As now set 
7 military retirement is a privi- 
lege—not a vested right. 

Kilday said he would not sup- 
port a contributory system if he 
was not convinced it was in the 
best interest of service people.

Where, during his ab- 
sence, can the family live 
in decent, low-cost housing? 
In cooperation with Lemuel 

Showell, FHA’s director of prop- 
erty management, Army Times has 
prepared the list that appears at 
the end of this article. 

Every day many servicemen be- 
ing sent to hardship areas, out-of- 
the-way stations abroad-or stations 
at which family housing is tight 
to non-existent, as well as those 
in the lower grades who can’t af- 
ford to take their families with 
them, ask how they can find ade- 
quate but low-cost housing in the 
United States. 

The Defense Department doesn’t 
have the answer. While there are 
perhaps a dozen or more locations 
in the United States where surplus 
military housing is available, - in- 
formation is not always current and 
it is relatively scarce. 

Perhaps with the closing of some 
60-plus installations during the 
next three years, prospects of find- 
ing military family housing will 
improve. At present, however, the 
best a serviceman can do ts to 
write to the commanders of all the 
installations in the area where he 
wants to leave his family. If he’s 
lucky, something may turn up. 

But now the services of the 
wealthiest and biggest property 
owner or landlord in the United 
States is at every serviceman’s 
disposal. As a result of Army 
Times’ inquiry, Showell has prom- 
ised to contact every FHA insuring 
office director in the United 
States, asking them to cooperate 
with servicemen asking help in 
locating their families while they 
are absent overseas. Copies of this 
article will be sent by Showell to 
every director.

Capehart 
Program 
Near End 


WASHINGTON—Goodbye, Cape- 
harts! 


The Senate Armed Services com- 
mittee voted this week to kill off 
the Capehart housing program as 
of this year. The action means 
must of the 7074 units approved 
earlier this year by the House will 
not be built. 

At the same time the committee 
authorized $33 million of appro- 
priated fund housing to build 2000 
units for all services in the com- 
ing fiscal year. 

In a report to be issued this 
week the committee will say that 
all future service housing should 
be built with appropriated funds. 
The action is bound to cause con- 
fusion. The services will probably 
have to drop some projects on 
which considerable preliminary 
work has been done. 


The actual Capehart law expires 
30 September, but the committee 
will hold Defense to a limitation 
set last year that the total number 
of Capeharts contracted for after 
1 July 1959, cannot exceed 25,000. 
That means Defense will be able 
to build -fewer Capeharts than ac- 
tually. authorized since in previous 
years Congress authorized more 
than the limit and let Defense set 
priority. 

What the Senators did was to 
look at the administration’s origi- 
nal request -for 2025 Capeharts. 
They deleted 525 units proposed 
for Fort Myer in nearby Virginia 
and approved the other 1500—but 
as appropriated fund units, govern- 
ment quarters for which the occu- 
pant surrenders full quarters al- 
lowance. 

Then they said Defense could 
build 500 other government quar- 
ters wherever they decided they 
needed them most—except, of 
course, at Fort Myer.

Infantry Plans May Provide 
For ‘Situation’ Task Forces 


WASHINGTON—Army Secretary Elvis Stahr has given the go-ahead to plans to 
reorganize the infantry division to make it more flexible and give it greater staying 


and killing power. 

It has been reliably earned, 
however, that the new organiza- 
tion which has been approved in 
principle will permit division com- 
manders to create task forces to 
meet specific situations. The task 
forces. will, it appeared, be organ- 
ized around one of three “brigade 
headquarters” which will be. in- 
cluded in the division. To the bri- 
Bade will be attached as many or 
as few battalions of infantry, armor, 
artillery and supporting forces as 
the commander deems necessary. 

No firm figures were available 
on the number of battalions to be 
assigned to the division under the 
new table of organization now be- 
ing. worked out. Reports varied 
from 10 battalions (five of infan- 
try and five of tanks), to eight bat- 
talions (six of infantry and two of 
tanks). These would be supported 
by possibly four battalions of ar- 
tillery and reconnaissance, engi- 
neer, signal and other forces. 

One concept reported as being 
favorably considered was to estab- 
lish a support or trains command- 
er as a tactical commander re- 
sponsible for unit operations and 
security within the division rear 
area. The diyision G-4 then would 
be responsible for logistical sup- 
port while the support commander 
would be responsible for tactical 
operations. 


No details on the plan have yet been released. 





A second thought about the in- 
fantry division was that the new 
one would be at least 2500 men 
larger than the present division, 
giving it 16,000 to 16,500 men. 


STAFF AGENCIES are being 
asked to propose the size, organiza- 
tion and equipment of the division 
components. When this is complet- 
ed and approved, the new organ- 
ization is to bé tested before its 





adoption Armywide. Thus many 
officials believe the new division 
organization to be three to five 
years from adoption. 

The new organization will not re- 
quire modification of the present 
Combat Arms Regimental System 
for identifying units. Battalions in 
the new division will be members 
of historic Army regiments, just as 
battle groups of infantry aud bat- 
talions of armor and cavalry are 
now.

Rifle Company Firepower 
Less Now, Congress Told 


WASHINGTON — A rifle com- 
pany in today’s Army has less fire- 
power than a similar-size unit five 
years ago, the director of the pro- 
grams and budget officer for the 
deputy chief of staff for military 
operations has told Congress. 

In testimony just released, Brig. 
Gen. S. E. Gee said that while a 
rifle company-_has 15 percent more 
firepower Under current tables of 
organization and equipment than 
in the old triangular division, the 
TOE calls for the rifle company 
to be armed with modern weapons 
such as the M-14 rifle. 

In addition, he said that this pa- 
per gain in firepower “does not 
match the company’s area of re- 
sponsibility which has increased 
over three-and-one-half times.” 

Testifying before the House Ap- 
propriations ‘subcommittee, Gee 
said that the Army does have the 
M-14 rifle and the M-60 machine 
gun, but “we have not procured 
them in large enough numbers to 
make any sizeable increase in fire- 
power.” 

Asked why the Army is taking 
so long to get new weapons to in- 
fantry companies, another officer, 
Maj. Gen. Charles B. Duff, direc- 
tor of the Army budget, revealed 
that “in the case of the (M-14) 
rifle, production problems have 
been involved. These are being re- 
solved.” 

In the initial deliveries of the 
new rifles, Duff said, “there were 
some defects identified. These, I 
believe, were defects in the metal 
components of the weapon which 
made it unacceptable.

Doctor Draft 
Not Needed 


WASHINGTON — Though both 
the Navy and the Air Force plan 
to revive the “doctor draft” next 
year to fill their quotas for medi- 
cal officers, the Army has no plans 
to do so. 

Lt. Gen. Leonard D. Heaton, 
Army Surgeon General, told mem- 
bers of the House Committee on 
Appropriations recently that the 
Army’s residency training pzogram 
and the Berry plan provide the 
Army with about 900 doctors a 
year—which is enough.to meet 
basic needs. 

Currently there are 3819 Army 
doctors—of whom 1806 are mem- 
bers of the Regular Army. The 
Army is authorized a total of 2206 
Regulars, but the 400 shortage is 
a enough to require a doctor 





Although Heaton said that the 
Army “never has enough doctors 
or nurses,” enough Army 
are willing to pass up the oppor-

First ‘Sergeant’ Units

WASHINGTON — The Army’s

More Cash Asked 
For Dependent 
Schcols Abroad 


WASHINGTON — Congress has 
been asked to increase its ap- 
propriation for dependent educa- 
tion overseas in the FY ’62 budget 
from $275 to $285 per pupil per 
year. The $10 per pupil increase 
has been asked to cover the rising 
cost of sending DOD students to 
tuition-type schools and to provide 
pay raises for teachers in depend- 
ent schools. 

Teachers’ salaries are to be 
raised by $200 per year in 1962, 
and three-fourths of the extra 
money asked of Congress is to be

UNDER QUESTIONING me Rep. 
George W. Andrews (D., Ala.), 


Duff admitted that the Army was 
getting $665 million less for O&M 
than it wanted ni its “D” budget 
for a 925,000-man Army. But only 
$84 million of this was directly 
chargeable to the 55,000-man in- 
crease. 


The net of $581 million that the 
Army wasn’t allowed means that 
in FY 1962, the Army will be pre- 
vented from spending $38 million 
for mapping and geodosy; $50 mil- 
lion for communications; $18 mil- 
lion for various types of intelli- 
gence activities; $39 million for 
parts and modification: kits to im- 
prove the operation of equipment. 
A number of other similar pro- 
grams will be cut back.

“Even if you get $5 billion a year 
for procurement, it will take you 
five years to do what should be 
done with the Army. At $2 billion

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Corrective Bill Would Remove 
Retirement Travel Inequities 


Your corpse does not rate any travel allowance. 
Not even if you are half way home before the metamorphosis takes place.

Not even for final travel home. 


When a man 


retires he has a year in which to “perform travel” to the home of his choice. In 


addition to his own travel allow- 
ance, the Department of Defense 
pays for the travel and transporta- 
tion of his dependents and his 
household goods. If the man dies 
when he is half way home, the 
money stops. The travel allowance 
ends with the breathing.

A new slogan 
for _ retiring ; 
servicemen driv- 
ing home might 
be: “Drive care- 
fully. The life 
and travel allowance you save may 
be your own.” 

The fact that the travel allow- 
ance ends at the precise point 
where the spiritual leaves the cor- 
poreal shall be known, henceforth, 
as Brewster’s Law of Logical In- 
consistency. It was discovered by 
Rep. Daniel Brewster, of Mary- 
land, during hearings on a bill to 
revise the act governing the trans- 
portation of dependents and house- 
hold goods in connection with re- 
tirement. The bill won’t change 
Brewster's Law.

THE LAW AND regulations at 
present are full of inconsistencies, 
all of them deriving from the ap- 
plication of logic by somebody, 
usually the Comptroller General. 

The law permits a retiring serv- 
iceman one year in which to select 
his home and “perform travel” to 
it. Transportation of dependents 
and household goods is included. 

But in asking for the corrective 
bill, HR 4331, Defense pointed out 
that there are two weaknesses in 
the law due to interpretations by 
the Comptroller General. First, the 
home originally selected cannot be 
changed, regardless of comparative 
transportation cost, and, second, 
the right to travel money does not 
accrue to dependents when the 
man dies before traveling home. 
This is all very logical as the 
trained minds of the General Ac- 
counting Office read the law and 
the travel regulations. 

So what happens? Here are some 
actual cases: 

An Army officer retired in Wash- 
ington, D.C., chose LaJolla, Calif., 
as home and traveled there at 
government expense. His doctors 
said he needed a drier climate so 
he went to Hot Springs, Calif., 
which is 200 miles closer to- Wash- 
ington. He asked that his house- 
hold goods be shipped to Hot 
Springs. Thumbs down. Under ex- 
isting regulations the goods could 
only be shipped to LaJolla, the 
original home of selection. It cost 
Uncle Sam more than shipping to 
Hot Springs. And the officer had 
to pay the cost of shipping from 
LaJolla to Hot Springs. 

A naval officer, retiring in Se- 
_}attle, chose Coral Gables, Fia., as

THE OTHER PROBLEM causes 
even more difficulty because de- 
pendents lose travel if the man 
dies. 

An army enlisted man, whose 
home was in Grafton, W. Va., was 
put on the temporary disability re- 
tired list in. Washington. Four 
months later he died at Walter 
Reed Hospital and his widow and 
children went home to Grafton. 
Her claim for travel money was 
denied because the right to travel 
allowance does not survive the 
member’s death. 

A Navy man retired at Pensa- 
cola, selected San Pedro, Calif., as 
some and he and his wife started 
there by way of Paint Lick, Ky., 
his mother’s home. At Paint Lick 
he died. His widow went on to San 
Pedro. Her claim for reimburse- 
ment for travel was disallowed. She 
then filed for mileage from Pen- 
sacola to Paint, Lick. She would 
normally be entitled to this money 
for travel actually performed be- 
fore the man died, the Comptroller 
said, but since the travel was not 
over the usual route traveled from 
Pensacola to San Pedro, or even 
in that general direction, it- cannot 
be considered as having been per- 
formed enroute to the place se- 
lected as home. The claim was dis- 
allowed. 

HR 4331, which was approved 
by the subcommittee, and which 
will certainly pass the Congress 
this session, will correct the prob- 
lems illustrated by the examples 
given here. Baggage and household 
goods can be shipped to a location 
other than the home selected. If 
a man dies, his dependents will 
be entitled to travel home at gov- 
ernment expense, 

So if a retired man is traveling 
from New York to San Diego on 
his final trip home and he dies in 
St. Leuis, Defense will pay for the 
travel of his dependents on to Los 
Angeles and will ship his house- 
hold goods. 

But not the corpse! The widow 
will have to pay for transporting 
the body to Los Angeles herself. 

Even when the bill passes and 
the dependents are assured of 
travel money for themselves and 
their baggage, the serviceman’s al- 
lowances stop when he crosses the 
bar. This was brought out by Rep. 
Brewster. 





It was a big day all around 
for the Comptroller General. 


The subcommittee, under Rep. 
Paul J. Kilday, was taking up an- 
other bill—“to authorize settlement 
of deceased members final ac- 
counts without the necessity of set- 
tlement by the General Accounting 
Office.” 

Mr. O. B. Carpenter, Assistant 
General Counsel of GAO, appeared 
and read four pages of prepared 
statement. He cited laws and num- 
bered regulations and generally 
blinded the subcommittee with 
footwork. But the lawmakers 
sensed something familiar. Finally, 
they figured it out. 

They had passed the same bill 
last year but had neglected to in- 
clude the National Guard. All that 
was needed was a few words to ex- 
tend the law to Title 32 of the U.S. 
code, thus taking in the National 
Guard.

Although the newest of this first 
group of bonds will not mature 
until 1 May 1962, ALL of this first 
group long ago were given a sec- 
ond 10-year period of “extended 
maturity” at increased interest 
rates. 

Now the oldest of this group are 
approaching the end of that sec- 
ond 10-years. So for those issued 
between 1 May 1941 and 1 May 
1949 the new third 10-year period 
of maturity has just been an- 
nounced—at a new rate of 3% per- 
cent per year.

2. THE SECOND group of E 
bonds were those issued between 
1 May 1952 and 1 Jan. 1957. These 
had in common a first maturity 
date nine years and eight months 
after issue—NOT 10 years. Here

WASHINGTON Difficulties 
in manning personnel sections 
with enough trained men have 
caused an “unacceptable” number 
of errors to crop up in military pay 
vouchers, and the Army has put 
out a letter telling the field what 
it is going to do about it. 

The letter refers to ‘excessive 
errors,” but Army officials pointed 
out that one error in the military 
pay vouchers (MPV) is one too 
many. The rate of errors seems 
to be within limits which would 
be more than acceptable to private 
industry. But the Army is sup- 
posed to be errorless. 





Army to Increase Training 
Of Personnel Specialists 


The Army will increase the size 
of classes and the number of men 
being trained in MOS 716.1, Per- 
sonnel Administration Specialist. 
Lesson plans are being distribut- 
ed to the field so that commanders 
can assure that men in unit per- 
sonnel office are properly educat- 
ed in their jobs. A study is being 
made of “inadequate staffing” of 
“Unit Personnel Officer’s Guide” 
which will put in a single volume 
the SOPs for almost every con- 
ceivable personnel action. While 
it will not replace the 300-plus 
regulations on personnel, it will 
serve as a guide and a reference.

How many specific service benefits are there? 


It 


would be possible to compile a list of more than 100, depend- 


ing on how one defined a benefit. 
“Entitlements” numbering 38 are 


different “‘pays” alone. 


There are more than 30 


available to some or all servicemen. 


Our list, by consolidating here 
and there, boils down to 50 benefits 
which either remain on the books 
after years of operation or have 
been adopted during the past two 
decades. They are: 

1. A 20-year retirement policy, 
with authority to retire in officer 
grade if 10 of the 20 years are 
served in officer status. The basic 
retirement formula of 50-75 per- 
cent retirement for 20-30 years’ 
service is seldom matched in 
civilian life. 

2. Retired list advancement 
privileges: (1) at 30 years total 
(active and retired list) service 
for enlisted persons and (2) im- 
mediately on retirement for offi- 
cers, 

3. Privileges of riffed or twice- 
passed over officers to enlist to 
complete officer retirement time. 

4. Retention, for the same pur- 
pose, when 18 years’ service is 
attained. The principle of virtually 
guaranteeing service to retirement 
also applies to enlisted people in 
eareer status. 

5. Privilege of retiring in higher 
ROPA grade, even if no actual 


service was performed in such 
grade. 
6. Authority to “take” active 


duty benefits into retired life, in- 
cluding PX and commissary privil- 
eges, MATS and MSTS travel, post 
club and theater privileges, in-serv- 
ice medical care, clothing store 
and library entitlements, etc., for 
the member and dependents. 

7. Extra 10 percent retired pay 
for enlisted men who won certain 
medals. 

8. Authority for officers to count 
non-aetive duty time in the retired 
pay multiplier, making possible 75 
percent retired pay for 20 years 
actual service. 

9. Thousands of servicemen on 
temporary disability retirement 
draw 50-75 percent of regular pay 
for up to five years. During this 
time they are often able to work 
full-time in a civilian occupation. 

10. Disability severance pay for 
miner ailments. This is worth two 
m_nths’ basic pay for each year of 
service, up to 24 months. Non- 
taxable, too. 

11. Disability retirement pay 
for more serious disabilities, also 
non-taxable. 

12. Granting “retirement home 
of choice” to virtually all service- 
men. 

13. Increases in retirement pay 
when active duty pay goes up. The 
traditional 100 percent “relation- 
ship” between active duty and re- 
tired pay was discarded in the 1958 
pay bill, but retirees did get a six 
percent increase. Civil Service 
and industrial pay raises rarely are 
shared by their retired members. 

14. Tax exemptions on quarters 
and subsistence allowances. ; 

15. Contingency option program, 
enabling retired men to provide 
annuities for their survivors, 
through deductions from retired 


ay. 

16. Indemnity compensation: 
monthly checks of $112 plus 12 
percent of pay, for widows of men 
who die on active duty. 

17. Full, participating Social 
Security. Of most immediate inter- 
est to service families is the 
“widow’s compensation”: if the 
serviceman dies, on active duty or 
in retired life, up to $200 a month 
goes to the widow with children 
until the children are age 18 
or through college. Old-age Social 
Security off at age 65 (hus- 
band) age 62 (wife). 

18. Gratuitous promotion 








service for Regular officers. It 
provides seniority, retirement and 
othe: breaks. It can mean the dif- 
ference between retirement and 
RIF. 


19. Death gratuity payment. 
When a serviceman dies, his widow 
receives six months’ base (and 
flight, if applicable) pay, not less 
than $800 or more than $3000. Also 
payable to survivors of man who 
dies in retirement, if death (1) 
occurs within 120 days after retire- 
ment and (2) ig the result of dis- 
ability incurred on active duty. 

20. Crediting service’ academy 
time for pay and retirement. (For 
enlisted men only). 

21. Burial allowance. When 
death occurs on active duty, the 
government pays $200 for burial 
in a private or civilian cemetery, 
or $125 if in a government ceme- 
tery. For veterans and retired 
people, the allowance is $250. The 
sponsor and certain children are 
also entitled to national cemetery 
burial. 

22. War orphans’ educational 
aid, for children of servicemen who 
died during wartime, or during 
peace when a draft law is operat- 
ing (like now), so long as death 
was in line of duty. It need not 
have been the result of combat. 

This benefit also extends to 
veterans and retired members if 
death ig related to a service-con- 
nected ailment. The amount, $110 
a month, is usually payable to the 
remaining parent or guardian, 
normally between the child’s 18- 
23d birthdays while in college or 
in other acceptable training. 

23. Commissary exchange privi- 
leges, while watered down over 
the years, still remain. 

24. Club privileges, meal and 
bar prices, compared to civilian 
outlets, generally are bargains. 
Package sales prices are frequently 
well below those in town. 

25. Adequate government hous- 
ing. An earlier article in this series 
pointed up the over-riding impor- 
tance of this benefit, the key to 
many others. 

26. In-service home loans, under 
FHA, enable servicemen to get 





95 percent loans, with a maximum 
amount insurable of $20,000. The 
government pays the mortgage in- 
surance premium. 

27. Men in service as well as 
veterans have benefitted from state 
bonuses paid for World War II 
and/or Korea service. 

28. The long-standing benefit of 
complete medical and dental care 
for all servicemen continues. 

29. Before 7 Dec. 1956, depend- 
ents were accommodated at mili- 
tary hospitals only: The cost, then 
as now, only $1.75 a day. After 
1956, the government, began sub- 
sidizing kin care at civilian hos- 
pitals, for dependents unable to 
take advantage of in-service cars. 
Dependents using civilian hospitals 
and doctors pay $1.75 a day or $25 
for the complete hospitalization 
period, whichever is larger. 

30. Increased in-service educa- 
tion. The services pick up much of 
the tab for such post-War II pro- 
grams as off-duty courses, and all 
of the cost for institute of tech- 
nology schooling. Thousands of 
servicemen win their degrees in 
this way. 

31. Technical instruction. Scores 
of technical courses have enabled 
service people to obtain good 
civilian jobs when they leave 
service. 

32. The services have furnished 
legal aid to members and depend- 
ents for years. Retired people share 
in this program, too. 

33. Enlisted Regulars are en- 
titled to live at the Soldiers Home 
when they leave service. Every- 
thing there is free and retired pay 
continues, if earned. 

34. Before 1955, the top reenlist- 
ment bonus was $360 (for six-year 
reup), with a $1440 ceiling for a 
full career. The maximum now is 
$2000, with $1,000 possible for the 
first reenlistment. 

35. The clothing allowance gives 
the enlisted man an initial issue 
and a yearly maintenance sum. 

36. Family allowances began in 
1942 and have led to the present 
Class Q allotment system to which 
the man and the government con- 
tribute. An E-5, for example, pays 
in $60 a month and the government 
adds $77.10. (This does not oper- 


ate, however, when the family 
occupies adequate government 
quarters. 


37. Supergrades and proficiency 
pay. While pro pay of $150 a month 
is authorized in the 1958 law, $60 
is the top amount being paid. 
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will quiet that down in a hurry.” 





38. Readjustment pay, for Re- 
serve officers riffed from active 
duty, first appeared in 1955. It 
provides a small cushion to read- 
just to a new status, civilian life 
or enlistment. It amounts to one- 
half a month’s pay for each year 
of service up to 18 years or nine 
months’ pay). 

39. Severance pay is for riffed 
Regulars. Since 1947, severance 
pay has been the same as disability 
severance pay (see item 10 above), 
except that straight severance pay 
is taxable. 

40. By accumulating up to 60 
days’ leave credits, departees take 
with them a lump sum to help with 
the transition to civilian life. 

41. The $500 “bonus” is for cer- 
tain active duty Reserve officers 
with service before June 1948. 
They accumulated $500 annually 
into 1948, when the accrual ceased. 
But the lump sum accrued to that 
point and awaits them at their dis- 
charge or retirement. A good many 
pick up $3500-$4000 at exit time 
under this item alone. 

42. Travel opportunities. See in- 
stallment 3 of this series. 

43. “Travel pays” include mile- 
age at PCS time, dislocation allow- 
ance, travel per diem (up to $12), 
overseas station per diem housing 
and cost of living allowances, 
trailer allowance (although inade- 
quate at present), and various 
“reimbursable” items. 

44. Various legal decisions in 
recent years permit retired re- 
servists to take Civil Service jobs 
with no restrictions on income. 
Enlisted retirees, of course, have 
enjoyed CS employment oppor- 
tunities for years. 


| 





45. Civil Service “point” credit 
gives five extra points to veterans 
and retirees on their CS exams, if 
the base grade is passing. Disabled 
veterans get a 10-point bonus. 

46. Besides paying reduced rail 
and bus fares, servicemen ~ are 
exempt from the regular 10 per- 
cent transportation tax. 

47. Other veteran (and retired) 
benefits include: farm, home, busi- 
ness loans and job-finding assist- 
ance; vocational rehabilitation for 
the disabled; low-rate life insur- 
ance; VA hospitalization and dental 
treatment; wheelchair homes for 
the seriously disabled; prosthetic 
appliances; jobless pay, and many 
more. 

48. Most posts offer a complete 
range of religious activities, from 
church services to weddings. The 
chaplain’s program, of course, is 
much broader, embracing youth 
work, religious retreats, consulta- 
tions, advice, etc. 

49. Assignment preference plans, 
One allows a choice of new ZI posts 
after a certain period of on-post 
residence. Many other volunteer 
duty and training programs are 
available. 

50. “Helping hands”. For men 
who want to save money there are 
programs such as credit unions, 
savings bond allotments and Sol- 
dier Deposits. Red Cross and Army 
Emergency Relief provide emer- 
gency funds via outright. grants or 
non-interest loans.

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The Regulars’ Home Dimes Buy

WASHINGTON—Some may suspect that the 
U.S. Soldiers Home is a sleepy old place where 
old timers sit around in rocking chairs, swapping 
exaggerated war stories. Perhaps years ago it 
was like that. But it isn’t that way now. 

Old soldiers do die at the Soldiers Home, but they 
do not just fade away. There is a great deal of activ- 
ity here—from pool to gardening, from golf to wood- 
carving—and in general the men “live modern.” 

If you are a Regular Army or Regular Air Force 
enlisted man or warrant officer, you have 10 cents de- 
ducted from your paycheck each month for the Soldiers 
Home. With. this money, plus fines and forfeitures im- 
posed by courts martial, the Home pays its own way, 
as it has since it opened 110 years ago. The Home has 
never spent a single cent of taxpayers’ money. 

What does this mandatory 10 cents a month deduc- 
tion from your your paycheck buy? The answer is that 
it buys a great deal. And much of what it buys can- 
not be described in dollars and cents. 

~ - ” . 

RECREATIONAL facilities at the Home—which cov- 
ers more than 300 tree-filled, bird-chirping -acres on 
Washington’s highest ground—are good and plenty. And 
although the average age of the 2109 current members 
is 64, it isn’t anything like an old folks home. 

There is, to be sure, some over-crowding because the 
Home seeks to find room for all who want and fully 
deserve residence here. The one substandard dormitory 
—the Sheridan Building—will be torn down by 1963 aft- 
er another new one, now under construction, is completed. 

“Everything possible is done for the comfort of the 


men here, and that’s the way it should be,” an official 
at the Home said last week. A two-day tour of the 
place indicated that the man was telling the truth and 
not merely trying to impress a reporter. 

~ * + + 


DURING the spring and summer months there is much 
outdoor activity, thanks to a nine-hole golf course (with 
no sand traps, either) a shuffleboard court (“this win- 
ter some of the members even went out and shoveled 
snow off the court so they could get in a few games,” 
explained Dwight Curtis, the recreation director), two 
well-stocked fishing ponds, a picnic and barbecue area, 
and trips to local places of interest as well as to more 
distant spots such as Gettyburg, Bull Run and Mount 
Vernon, 

The golf course avetages 60 men a day in good 
weather. The Home has 52 sets of clubs for use of the 
members and some of the men have their own clubs. 
Retired Sgt. Jack Condon, 46-year-old War II vet, was 


golf champ for two years running until former SFC 
Harold Mosley, 54, won the annual championship last 
year. There is also an outdoor driving range as well 


as an indoor driving range. 

Every member of the Home can raise his own flow- 
ers or vegetables. A man needs only ask to receive 
a 30 by 100 foot garden plot. The Home even fur- 
nishes fertilizer. At the presem time 120 have gar- 
den plots.

THE HUGE, handsome General Winfield Scott Build- 
ing, completed in 1954 at a cost of more than $8 mil- 
lion, is the center of indoor activity. In addition to 
housing 850 of the older members, the six-story build- 
ing contains: 

@ A theater, with wide-angle movie screen, that seats 
900 with a stage that proved large enough for a 110- 
piece orchestra. There are extremely wide spaces be- 
tween the rows of seats to eliminate the need for older 
men to rise for latecomers. 

@® A bright, roomy 30,000 volume library with a 
much better supply of current books than is found in 
most public libraries. There is an ample supply of 
new and old magazines, too, with bound copies of Harp- 
er’s dating back to the Civil War, for example. There 
are also 60-65 out-of-town daily newspapers. Librarian 
Luis Parga said that “65 to 85 percent of all books 
we buy are requested by members.” Noticing the Henry 
Miller Reader among the current books, a visitor asked 
him if a member had requested that one. “Oh, yes, 
Miller may be something of a nut but a few men had 
read about Miller in Argosy or Saga and requested we 
get the book. We did.” 
Home members borrow books from the library. 

@® A large card. room where you can hear the tin- 
kle of coins on the tables as you enter. “You can’t stop 
gambling,” an official explained, “and it’s better to have 
it out in the open and supervised. ¥ 

® A pool hall- with six tables. 
one of the most popular rooms in the Scott Building. 
At any time of day, save perhaps for the dining hours, 
you will hear the click of the ivory. 

® A canteen with a beer parlor annex. The beer 
parlor is open from 0800 to 2200 daily and from 1300 
to 2200 on Sundays. A draught beer is 10 cents. The 
first beer parlor opened in 195) following a petition for 
one by Home members. Gen. Wade H. Haislip (Ret.), 
the Home’s governor who is apparently enormously pop- 
ular with the men, found the petition made sense and 
approved it.

Also, some 
of the men were rolled by young punks, 

@ An enormous dining room where hot food, family 
style (six servings), can be fed to 2000 men at the same 
time although there are only 100 civilians working in the 
kitchen and dining room. The use of large food-warmers 
which are wheeled into the room from the kitchen makes 
this possible. The Home’s stainless steel kitchen is 
superbly equipped, as is the bakery which produces loaf 
after loaf of good hot bread every day. The Home also 
has its own butcher shop and makes its own ice cream. 

@ Eight flourescent-lighted, well-equipped hobby shops 
with instruction available. There is a carpentry shop, 
machine shop (with modern power tools) and other rooms 
devoted to wood-carving, leatherwork, metalwork, weav- 
ing, plastics, photography and you name it. Attractive, 
glass-enclosed showcases are provided for the men to 
display their work for sale. They set their own prices. 
There is also an active chess and checkers room. 

- - ~ 


LAST YEAR’S daily average of men using the various 
hobby shops came to 115. The physically handicapped 
receive instruction in their own rooms. And there are 
others, who need no instruction, who have their own 
hobby shops. 

For example, in the basement of the Old Sheridan 
building you will find a good-sized room labeled “Hall 
Gift Products.” Inside, surrounded by ceramic models 
of all kinds is former MSgt. Charles W. Hall, a War II 
and Korean War vet who no longer sees so well, although 
a visitor would not realize this by talking to him or look- 
ing over his work. 

“I started doing this about six years ago,” he ex- 
plained, “because I had to learn to use my eyes all over 
again, It gave me a hobby and enables me to make a few 
dollars.” On sale, as specials last week for a mere 50 
cents apiece, were extremely well done buddhas about 
5” by 4”. Hall is also thinking ahead of the game and is 
already turning out dozens of Santa Claus figures, His 
work is unquestitonably professional. 

Down the hall is another unusual personal hobby shop, 
the bailiwick of Ralph Hill, a musical jack of all trades. 
Hill, who is 65, is surrounded by violins, which he makes, 
an electronic piano, a workbench, a stereo tape recorder, 
an amplified guitar and other instruments. He says he 
used to play 18 different instruments. Right now he has 
a sound recording problem. He can’t get his- amplified 
guitar to record properly. How long does it take him to 
make a violin? “About a year, because of the varnish- 
ing,” he said. He has five or six violins in various stages 
of completion. 


Also in the Sheridan Building is a large model train

thing,” said Gen. Wade H. Haislip (Ret.), governor of 
Soldiers Home, during. casual conversation about his job 
last ‘week. - 

“Let’s face it,” he said, 
can’t be an ideal situation. 
is high. The men take great 
pride in their Home -and so 
do I.” 

As for the Home’s trust 
fund—now at $88 million—he 
points out that “expenses are 
increasing every year” but the 
Home’s financial situation 
“won't be critical for many 
years to come.” 

The governor, who talks 
quickly and to the point—and 
not without a sense of humor 
—believes that the Home will 
move from its present total of 
2100 members to 6000 in the 
next 20 years. “But it is al- 
ways going to be a Home, not 
an institution. Despite addi- 
tional buildings, we’ll have the 
trees and summer breeze .. .

at least as much of that as you can get in Washington.” 


As for money spent to improve the Home, Gen. Hais- 
lip, who has been governor since his retirement from 


active duty in July 1951, explained it this way :“I’m 
Scotch and I don’t like to waste a penny. And I don’t 
think we’ve wasted any here. We build cautiously and 
we can justify every expense.” 

Stressing the superior work the civilian employes do, 
the former Vice Chief of Staff and War II commander 
of XV Corps added: “Everyone has had a hand in im- 
proving this place. I think the Home is the best main- 
tained in the country. Everyone works hard to keep 
this place from being an institution.” 

He is proud of the efficiency in the kitchen and din- 
ing rooms. “We don’t receive complaints about the mess, 
and that’s something! We get suggestions—the men seem 
to want more baked beans and I understand that be- 
cause I like them too—but no complaints. And we need 
only one waitress for 96 men at breakfast, only one 
waitress for 48 men at noon.” 


Has he ever regretted accepting appointment to be 
governor? “No indeed, I was lucky to receive it and 
it has been most satisfying.” With a laugh, he added: 
“As a matter of fact, I have received more compliments 
since I’ve been here than I did throughout my 43 years 
in the Army.” 

During War II, when he headed XV Corps, his out- 
fit had at one time or another a total of 26 divisions, 
nearly half of the American divisions in the European 
theater. Disregarding the many thousands of enemy 
troops killed and wounded, the total battle losses of 
the corps (28,710) were less than one-twelfth the num- 
ber of German prisoners captured. He later became 
CG of Seventh Army. 

His decorations include the Distinguished Service 
Medal with two clusters, the Legion of Merit, the Bronze 
Star with. cluster. 

Gen. Haislip is anqnestaeey a popular man at Sol- 
diers. Home. A number of Home members and officials 
volunteered high ise for him. One said: “He is 
uniquely qualified for the job here. I know of no one 
else who could do it as well. His door is always open 
to any Home member and you would be pn gh to

To watch the way the dining room works is to 
be given a clue about the Home’s character and to realize 
why it is quite different from what many who have never 
been there may believe it to be. 

A half-hour after the majority of the men are served, 
185 other men come in to eat. About half of these are 
physically handicapped, the others are on a special diet. 
In addition to relieving the hospital of the burden. of 
caring for the handicapped, this arrangement is of 
major importance to these men. An older disabled man 
doesn’t like the idea of living in the hospital. He wants 
to live and share in the normal activities of the other 
Home members. The Soldiers Home system enables him 
to do this. Rather than family style, these men are 
served individually with attendants on hand to cut their 
meat, and offer whatever other help is needed. Their 
rooms are on the fourth floor of the Scott Building and 
attendants are provided for room service, aid in bathing 
and dressing and other essential personal services. Nu- 
merous bus trips are taken by these men who, in another 
kind of home, would be living in a hospital environment. 

As for the earlier diners, and perhaps because of 
their service background, the men eat quickly although 
no one is rushed. At noon a gong chimes and the men 
pour in. This is something to see. All sizes, all shapes, 
all ages from 29 up, all colors (Soldiers Home has never 
had a racial problem although colored members are in the 
minority. The NAACP interviewed colored members sev- 
éral years ago and discovered there were no complaints.) 
The men recommend what they want to eat and accord- 
ing to this reporter’s taste, the food is very good. One day 
for lunch I had roast beef, vegetables, salad, and butter- 
scotch pudding. :

AN OFFICER of the Home, explained that “this is 
a home, not a rehabilitation place,” although no doubt by 
being a home rather than a rehabilitation place rehabili- 
tation frequently takes place. “In effect the members run 
themselves,” he added and pointed out that the Home 
believes in a maximum of freedom, a minimum of dis- 
cipline. 

The only things a man needs to pay for at the Soldiers 
Home are beer, cigarettes and haircuts. New basic cloth- 
ing, like food, is free. The clothing in the QM storehouse 
looks gagd. The tailor shop and shoe repair shop do what- 
ever work is needed free and when old clothes wear out 
new clothing is issued. 

A man’s wealth or lack of it is of no concern to Home 
officials or the Home’s Board of Commissioners who con- 
sider. applications for entry to the Home. If a former 
soldier is eligible to enter the Home, he is eligible, 
period. 

All members of the Home, with the exception of a 
small number, are of reduced means. Many still have 
families and other responsibilities. Membership in the 
Home enables them to defray the cost of their personal 
living expenses and to meet other obligations in a sub- 
stantial way. 

Men living at the Home are free to come and go 
as they please save that there is a 0630 bed check made 
every day to make certain that no one is sick. “If we 
didn’t do this, a man could be sick in bed in his room 
and we wouldn’t know it,” explained Hyman S. Paper, 
and we wouldn’t know it,” explained an administrative 
assistant. 

A man has no trouble getting a three-day pass or 
leave for up to three months. Some members have taken 
three-month “furloughs” in the winter to go to Florida. 

To leave the Home all a man has to do is sign out .on 
a blackboard in his dormitory. If he doesn’t do this, he’s 
awol and this is of great concern to the Home because 
they must then search the grounds for him, fearing the 
worse. 

Of course, if for any reason a man wants to leave the 
Home permanently, all he has to do is ask.

THERE ARE six. dormitories with the rooms in the 
new Scott Building probably the best, as is to be expected.

seem comfortable and the furniture looks new. A man 
is allowed to bring ahything into his room within reason. 
Some have their own rugs and radios. 


In the Scott Building you can’t go 20 feet without 
reaching a bathroom. There are four day rooms on each 
floor, two of these with television. Reason for the two 
TV rooms on each floor is so that one group can watch 
one channel, another group something else. The rooms 
are not the same color. 


There is some overcrowding in the other barracks. 

The first section of a new building, expected to be com- 
pleted by January 1963, will help to solve the problem 
and do away with the eight-man rooms in the Grant 
Building and the six-man rooms in the Sheridan Build- 
ing. The new building, going up now, will house 560 men 
in rooms like those in the Scott Building. A second sec- 
tion, to be built later, ‘will hike the figure to 950. 
e The oldest building is known as “Anderson Cottage.” 
This was once President Lincoln’s summer home and he 
wrote the final draft of the Emancipation Proclamation 
here. It has been remodeled but you know it’s an old 
building by: its huge thick front door, the fireplaces in 
every room now boarded up, and the windows made of 
hand drawn glass. One of the three female members 
of the Home, a former WAC, Mona Schatz, numbers 
among the members living here. The other two female 
members, a former WAC and a former WAF, are in the 
hospital. 


The Grant Building, completed in 1912 and obviously 
well-constructed, has rooms ranging from two-men to 
eight-man and day rooms that are cheerful and comfor- 
table. Stanley Hall, built in 1897, is best known for its 
meeting room where veterans organizations hold sessions. 


The Home has its owa laundry and dry cleaning plant 
and there is no limit to the number of items that may be 
sent to the laundry, free. And behind the barber shop 
in the Scott building you will find a foot doctor’s room. 
Some of the members have feet problems so the Home 
has a specialist on hand three times a week.

THE HOME has a roomy, bright, modern hospital com- 
pleted in 1954. All kinds of expensive equipment is found 
in the large physiotherapy room to ease aches and pains 
and the hospital does not have the time-honored antiseptic 
smell of a hospital. The hospital has its own 450-seat 
theater, library and chapel. In addition to civilian doc- 
tors, three Army medical officers are assigned to the 
hospital and it also has a consulting psychiatrist. Brig. 
Gen. Harry D. Offutt is the chief surgeon. Major surgical 
cases are transferred to Walter Reed Afmy Medical Cen- 
ter, also in northwest Washington. 

There were 375 men in the 450-bed hospital last week

and the Home has a yearly average of 21 percent under 
medical care. 

It is, of course, not all fun and games and cameraderie 
at the Home, as those who drive through the area may 
notice if they have occasion to glance at the Home’s 
flagpole regularly. The flag is at half mast about 150 
days a year, indicating a funeral. Funerals are held on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays and during the last 
fiscal year 181 members of the Home died. Of this num- 
ber, 123 were buried in the Home’s 16-acre cemetery. 

The Home’s own band plays for member funerals and 
the flowers come from the Home’s own greenhouses. The 
greenhouses, five in number though side by side and 
jutting out from the same building, are clean, well stocked 
and well maintained. At the present time, one is entirely 
filled with roses, another with carnations. Many vegetable 
plants are started in the greenhouses for members who 
raise their own vegetables.

THERE ARE SOME staunch Washington baseball fans 
in the Home and a reporter can get into a quick debate 
by suggesting that Washington’s new team may find it 
hard to win 60 games. “Oh no,” one rabid fan told me, 
“they will win their share. Coot Veal looks very good, 
very good, on short, and our new third baseman, Bright, 
can really whip that ball.” 

Home members are admitted free to home games of 
the Washington Senators..They go to the ball park by 
bus and are admitted to the bleachers. But as anyone 
who has seen baseball games in Washington may recall, 
after a few innings an usher moves them into the grand- 
stand. Home members are also admitted free to football 
games at the University of Maryland and the U.S. Naval 
Academy at Annapolis. And every week free tickets are 
passed out for stage plays, boxing, wrestling and other 
events in Washington. 

There are also some horse racing fans in the Home. 
Entry to nearby race tracks is free but the Home does 
not, of course, provide money for those who hope to beat 
the horses. According to one official, the Home has some 
shrewd and learned railbirds. ‘We have men here who can 
recite the family history and past records of dozens of 
horses. They know the color of their eyes and where the 
white spots begin and end on their noses. Some must 
know more about the horses than the jockeys.” 

Every Wednesday afternoon there is bowling for mem- 
bers at the Bolling AFB alleys. Other recreational ac- 
tivities not mentioned before include horseshoes, bingo, 
badminton, volleyball, a workout room with punching bag 
and rowing machine, and about a dozen fishing trips by 
chartered boat during the summer. There are contests of 
various kinds and trophies are awarded to the champions. 
The men decided they preferred to win trophies rather 
than cash.

ANYONE seeking admission to the Soldiers Home 
has his record cliecked by the Board of Commissioners 
under a system of priorities which involves a man’s length 
of service, age and physical condition. 

The Board of Commissioners is composed of the gov- 
ernor of the Home, the Surgeon General, the Chief of 
Engineers, the Quartermaster General, the Judge Ad- 
- cate General, the Adjutant General and the Chief of 
. nance. Six Air Force representatives also sit with the 
Board at all meetings. The Board is required, by law, 
to meet once a month. An inspection of the Home must 
also be made once. a month by a member of the Board 
in addition to an annual inspection by the Inspector Gen- 
eral. The governor inspects one section of the Home 
every Friday, thus he sees every. man at least once every 
10 weeks. 

An officer mentioned the high morale of the civilians 
who work at the Home, which is plainly apparent to 
even a casual visitor. “This is their project, tuo. They 
are much concerned with its success, and this is the 
reason why the Home is kept up so well.”

© EDITORIAL 
The Walker Case 


Reportedly, something of an organized 
effort is now being made by mail and wire 
jn support of Maj. Gen. Edwin Walker, who 
is under Army investigation for allegedly 
indoctrinating his troops with the views of 
the controversial John Birch Society. Pres- 
ident Kennedy ordered him relieved of com- 
mand of the 24th Infantry Division some 
weeks ago. 

Now members of the Senate Armed 
Forces committee are getting from 15 to 
25 telegrams a day, and some letters, urging 
them to act on behalf of Walker, though 
the committee has never indicated it had 
an intention to probe the matter, presumably 
because it believed the Army capable of 
handling it. Most of the communicants are 
centered in the Shreveport, La., and New 
York City areas, lending the “movement” 
at least a semblance of control, though it 
does not appear to be linked to the Birch 
Society itself. 

There is nothing wrong with this, of 
course; under our laws, all Americans are 
guaranteed the right to petition Congress. 
And certainly any avowed enemy of com- 
munism, as General Walker has said he is, 
deserves our attention. Still, it would be 
better to await an official finding upon 
the present charges, with all necessary 
presentation of evidence, before taking a 
stand for or against. 

It is proper to say that a reading of the 
24th Division’s Circular 350-20, which pro- 
mulgates -Walker’s “Pro Blue Program,” 
reveals nothing especially objectionable. 
Perhaps it is unnnecessarily lengthy (about 
18 mimeographed pages, single-spaced) and 
over-déetailed. Objection may be found to 
its troop reading program which reportedly 
circulates to all division troops books like 
“The Life of John Birch” by Robert Welch; 
“The Pentagon Case” by V. J. Fox; “The 
Story of Mary Liu” by Edward Hunter; 
“In Every War but One” by Eugene Kin- 
kead, and “For the Skeptic” by Lyle Mun- 
son. But the program also solidly supports 
our NATO and SEATO alliances, the West 
German-American relationship and the west- 
ern international community in general. 


But all of this is not precisely to the 
int. The investigation ordered by the Army 
partment centers on two matters first 
brought up in the “Overseas Weekly,” 
published in Europe. They are: 1. That 
Army facilities were used to indoctrinate 
troops with the ultra-conservative philos- 
ophies of the John Birch Society. 2. That 
General Walker, in a speech of 24 Jan. 1960, 
described several prominent Americans— 
among them General Eisenhower—as “de- 
finitely pink” or “confirmed communists.” 
We don’t think much of the “Overseas 
Weekly.” Called the “Oversexed Weekly” by 
the troops, it has been termed “subversive 
to the command’—by an admitted adherent 
of General -Walker—“since it carries news 
calculated to destroy unit loyalty, smear non- 
commissioned leaders, and assist anti-Amer- 
can forces in their campaign to disunite 
ATO by portraying the American soldier 
as rowdy, disorderly, dishonest and immoral.” 
Nevertheless, it has the right to print 
what it considers news. Along with that 
rivilege, however, goes the duty to be as 
actual as, with diligence, it can be. Now 
t has made a set of accusations which—in 
ight of the circumstances and the promi- 
nence of the persons and institutions in- 
volved—are serious enough to warrant in- 
vestigation. 
Let the allegations be assessed and their 
validity determined—but with as little heated 
partisanship as may be possible. 





Head in a Dark Cloud 
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New Rental Plan Urged

The matter of Stateside living costs, 
subject of a letter in a recent Army 
Times and mentioned in an editorial in 
the 11 April edition, is long overdue for 
discussion and/or some type of corrective 
action. 

The basic housing allowance is much 
lower than housing expenses on the local 
economy and the housing is generally in- 
ferior to quarters on-post. NCOs probably 
feel the pinch worse than officers due to 
lower allowances. 


My family consists of wife and four 
children, aged eight to 15. Sirice our one 
daughter is nearly 12, we require a mini- 
mum of three bedrooms, preferably four. 
My housing allowance is the standard 
$96.90. All my post-WWII Stateside serv- 
ice has been on the West Coast, and I 
can recall no place there where « semi- 
furnished (equivalent to 


money, but there doesn’t appear to be 
any other reason for turning it down. 

If such ‘a proposal were approved, it 
would have to provide for movement of 
service members on-post at the earliest 
opportunity, and other provisions for 
trailerites and those who own their own 
homes in the area. But these would be 
minor details when compared with a 
chance to stop subsidizing local economies 
from the servicemen’s individual pay. 

- . . 

TWO METHODS of accomplishing the 
complete payment for off-post housing are 
immediately apparent. The one which ap- 
pears the fairest to me would be for the 
off-post service member to present all 
bills connected with his housing to a local 
finance officer for monitoring and pay- 
ment. 

An incidental saving under this system 
would be elimination of the Class Q al- 
| angi for all men living with their fam- 

es. 

The second method, to me less desirable, 
would be payment of a housing all 
based on local costs, such as those cur- 
rently paid in many oversea areas. I have 
never been able to understand why these 
allowances are not paid in the States. In 
my experience, costs vary more between 
Stateside areas than most of those over- 
seas, anyway. ;

I wish to say here and now that 
all the points brought to light in 
the letter -from “Lonesome”: are 
true. A personal call to the hous- 
ing office several days ago resulted 
in my being told that. it is “pos- 
sible” that I would be assigned 
housing by the end of September, 
although due to some number of 
houses being transferred to the Air 
Force in the near future this date 
could not be considered as “firm.” 
As a matter of record, NONE of 
the information I received was 
“firm.” 

As a possible solution to ‘this 
stalemate, I would suggest that if 
nothing can, or will, be done in 
this matter that this area be con- 
sidered a long tour (three-year) 
of duty for those persons who will 
be able to be assigned government 
housing within a one-year period 
after arrival in this command. To 
those persons who will not be able 
to be reunited with their families 
until after one year, this should 
be considered a short tour assign- 
ment of 12 to 18 months. 


I, personally, am sick and tired 
of having an assignment overseas 
while my dependents are left in 
the States and having our leaders 
(who are cozily nestled with 
THEIR families) tell me that they

—in Indochina, In Algeria or on 
the line getting ready in. Ger- 
many — always fighting what 
they have been led to believe is 
communism.

Constant serv- 
ice away from the civilian com- 
munity, long absences overseas, 
war against communist-trained 
forces, has also led many of our 
senior military leaders into the 
dichotomy that what matches 
their concepts of Americanism is 
good and what doesn’t is bad and 
therefore communistic.

UNFORTUNATELY, things 
aren’t that easy. All is not black 
OR white, hot OR cold, good OR 
bad. 

In order not to be trapped as 
were the French generals, pro- 
fessional soldiers of the Amer- 
ican Army, particular its senior 
leaders, should actively search 
for guidance from their civilian 
superiors, make the effort to 
know and understand the 
changes in the country which 
they are serving.

Bragg’s Oldest 
Quarters Razed 


FORT BRAGG, N.C.—One of the 
area’s most historic houses came 
down recently after sheltering 
many of Fort Bragg’s commanding 
officers since the military installa- 
tion was established in 1918. 

The former home of some of the 
Army’s most renowned officers, 
which had stood since the Army 
reservation was first set aside as 
Camp Bragg in 1918, was demolish- 
ed by the post engineers, after 
their surveys indicated that the 
43-year-old structure had deterior- 
ated beyond repair. 

Orinigally a four-room colonial- 
style home, the building was the 
first permanent-type dwelling ever 
built on the reservation. It was 
originally occupied by Col. William 
P. McHenry, the camp surgeon, 
because it was located just a few 
blocks north of the old hospital 
barracks. 

Other officers, many of them 
post commanders, followed Col. 
McHenry in living in the home. 
Some added newer decorative mo- 
tifs, improved ventilation and heat- 
ing equipment, and modernized 
plumbing. 


And, from its original four 
rooms, the house had grown into 
a seven-room home when at last 
it was retired.

HE RECENT INVASION of Cuba may well go down 
in history books as the Whiz-Kid War. 
It was planned and conducted by two sets of enthusi- 


astic amateurs — the _ para-mili- 
tary operators of the Central 
Intelligence Agency and the 
leaders of the Cuban rebels. 


They had the encouragement 
and approval of the United 
States Government, which de- 
pended for its military advice, 
in large part, upon yet a third 
set of enthusiastic amateurs — 
the civilian “operations ana- 
lysts” (widely known as Mc- 
Namara’s Whiz Kids) who came 
into the Secretary of Defense 
office with the change of ad- 
ministration. 

The plan to help the Cuban 
rebels land in Cuba: was, of 
course, inherited by the New 
Frontier’ from the Eisenhower 
Administration. U.S. assistance 
in the way of training, arms and 
supplies hade been available to 
the rebels for something like a 
year. 

In all the operational studies 
that had been made, the crucial 
element was found to be air 
superiority at the point of land- 
ing. The Cuban air force was 
small, hence, air superiority 
was to be sought first of all by 
bombing and strafing Castro’s 
planes on the ground, and then 
by providing direct air support 
to the landing force in the crit- 
ical area. 

+ * 7 

IN THE EARLIER planning, 
the possibility that one or both 
of these functions might be car- 
ried out in whole or in part by 
U.S. naval aviation was con- 
sidered, though no firm com- 
mitment on this point seems to 
have been made. Yet, among 
the professional military advis- 
ers of the last administration, 
there was a strong undercur- 
rent of feeling that unless the 
Navy did the job, it probably 
would not be thoroughly done; 
thus there was a tendency to 
hold back the CIA and the 
Cubans. 

When the Kennedy adminis- 
tration took office, both CIA 
and Cuban enthusiasts were 
straining at the leash. They 











had convinced themselves that 
they would surely succeed if 
they were just allowed to try: 
“self - hypnotized from frustra- 
tion” is the term one observer 
uses, 

They argued that if further 
restrained, all confidence in 
America’s - good faith both 
among the exiles and the Cuban 
underground would = dissolve. 
They further argued that very 
soon the pro-Castro Cuban pi- 
lots training in Czechoslovakia 
would return with Mig aircraft; 
after that, any hope of success 
would be much diminished. 

Unfortunately, it was just at 
this time that the solid profes- 
sional quality of top-level mili- 
tary adviee to the Government 
became diluted by the advent 
of the whiz-kids.

Full Automation in Field Army 
Is Goal of Huachuca Test Work 


FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz.—Here 
at the Army Electronic Proving 
Ground, the dream of automating 
the modern Army is moving nearer 
reality. 

Actually, computers have been 
used by the military services for 
many years in the fields of logistics, 
stock management and personnel 
management, but present activities 
point to mobile computer systems 
for the battlefield. 


With the development of greatly 
improved combat surveillance sys- 
tems and high speed tactical com- 
munications, the field commander 
of the modern Army will be be- 
sieged with great masses of data. 


To be of any real value to the com- | 


mander and his staff, this data 
must be compressed, processed and 
collated—and at high rates of 
speed. a 

Militarized mobile computers are 
the obvious means of providing this 
necessary field support. However, 

a changeover of this size could not 
be accomplished overnight, nor 
could the Army cease operation for 
the time it would take to make the 
wholesale change in one giant step. 

To solve this problem the Auto- 
matic Data Processing Department, 
directed by Lt. Col. Mark T. Muller, 
is following a time-phased plan. An 
investigation of the Army’s over- 
all requirements in automation, 
and numerous feasibility studies, 
established four major sub-divi- 
sions or system to which automatic 
data processing would first be ap- 
plied: fire support, personnel and 
administration, intelligence and lo- 
gistics.

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WASHINGTON — Enlisted pro- 
motion quotas for the month of 
June are the lowest in seven 
months. Temporary promotion 
quotas next month will be held to 
10,816, a drop of 6430 from the 
May production quotas and the low- 
est since last November when the 
limit. was 7758. June quotas were 
released this week by the Army. 

Those who will suffer most by 
the June promotion cut-back are 
E-3’s waiting for their boost to E-4. 
Last month. 12,940 promotions to 
E-4 were authorized. In June only 
6,521 will make the grade. Some 
3,017 promotions have been au- 
thorized to E-5—a drop of 382 from 
the May quotas. And 408 will 
make E-8, a drop of 36 since last 
month. 

But men in three grades will 
fare better than they did im May. 
Promotions to E-6 are up 299 to 478 
for June. Some 191 will be up- 
graded to E-7, an increase of 91 
over the May limit. At the top 
of the list, 201 will make E-9— 
which is 17 better than the num- 
ber who made it in May. 

The promotion deep-freeze pic- 
ture for June is about the same 
as it was a month ago—the total 
number of MOS’s in all grades in 
which promotions are not author- 
ized is exactly the same, but minor 
fluctuations are reflected in each. 
Following is a brief glance at each 


grade and-an analysis of the 
changes reflected since May quotas 
were released a month ago: 

To E-9—last month appoint- 
ments were not authorized in seven 
MOS’s; this month restrictions have 
been placed on six. An over-all 
improvement of one, with promo- 
tions opened up again in MOS 663. 

To E-8—A total of 14 MOS’s not 
authorized for promotion both 
months, but three MOS’s—075, 547 
and 931—have been added to the 
freeze and three MOS’s—049, 641 
and 663 have been dropped. 

To E-7—Five MOS’s—122, 526, 
676, 832 and 916—have been 
dropped from the freeze allowing 
promotions to be made in the 
skills during June. Only one has 
been added since May—MOS 342— 
giving a change for the better of 
four in this grade. 

To E6—Eight MOS’s—151, 321, 
552, 621, 632, 643, 764 and 934— 
have been added while only three 
—234, 312 and 766—have been 
dropped. An overall change, for 
the worse, of five. 

To E-5—A total of 47 frozen both 
months, with six MOS’s—075. 133, 
553, 642, 711 and 901—being added 
to the list of frozen skills and six 
074, 151, 411, 465, 546 and 765— 
being dropped. 

In three cases promotions have 





been frozen in MOS’s which only 
last month made it out of the deep-

tions and restrictions on permanent 
change of station movements were 
making the Army less effective. 
He said that limits on the number 
of aviators the Army was allowed 
were preventing flyers from main- 
taining-their branch qualification. 

Between July and February of 
this fiscal year, enlistments are up 
nearly 9000 compared to the same 
seven-month period last year. The 
Army now expects to enlist 115,- 
000 new volunteers by 30 June and 
to maintain this rate during FY 
1962. 

Reenlistments showed improve- 
ments too, during the first seven 
months of FY 1961, compared to 
the first seven months of FY 1960. 
First term volunteers are signing 
over at the rate of 28.1 percent of 
the eligibles compared to 21.9 per- 
cent last year. Career regulars, 
those completing their second or 
subsequent hitch, are staying on 
at a rate of 88.1 percent compared 
to 82.5 last year. Even the draftee 
reenlistment rate is up—9.8 per- 
cent have “gone RA” compared to 
9.5 percent last year.

VITTRUP SAID that the evidence 
indicated that proficiency pay is 
achieving its goal of persuading 
men to stay in the Army. However, 
this does not apply to the extent 
that the Army would like in the 
really critical fields. 

Awards of P-2 payments may 
remedy this to some extent. P-2 
is too recent for the Army to be 
able to judge yet. Vittrup’s testi- 
mony implied that the Army would 
welcome higher P-1 and P-2 pay- 
ments as a greater inducement to 
those it most needs to stay in. 


The cost of the proficiency pay 
program is going up in FY 1962. 
But this is not because more men 
will draw P-1 and P-2 pay. It only 
means that the same number of 
men who are drawing pro pay on 
30 June will continue to draw it 
during all of FY 1962. There will 
be no increase. This year the num- 
ber has increased. The effect has 
been that in “man-years” the num- 
ber drawing pro pay is less than 
the number drawing pro pay at 
the end of FY 1961, which means 
less cost.

IN THE OFFICER retention 
field, the Army has almost achieved 
its goal of keeping 35 percent of 
the two-year obligated officers in 
the Army for a 20-year career. In 


18.7 percent. In the first nine 
‘months of FY 1961, the junior of- 
ficer retention rate has been 34.6 
percent. Better than one of every 
three obligated tour officers has 
signed up for an indefinite service 
tour. 

This is not true of lawyers, how- 
ever.

By the end of the year, the 
Army will reach its goal of 3420 
sergeants major and 10,200 first 
sergeants and master sergeants.

Capeharts the House added will 
not be built except to the extent 
that 500 of them could be allotted 
by Defense. 

Of course, all this assumes the 
Senate version will be the final 
construction bill. The House may 
insist that it’s too late for such a 
drastic change this year and get 
Capeharts restored. 

There is the added catch, of 
course, that the change to appro- 
priated fund housing means money 
for the 2000 units still has to be 
provided by the appropriations 
committees. In the past, those 
groups have always provided less 
than asked for.

IN ITS VERSION of the military 
construction authority bill, still 
not released as the Times went to 
press, the Senate committee did 
these things affecting the Army: 

® Moved back the deadline on 
use of substandard housing to 1 
July, 1965. The law was set to ex- 
pire on 1 July, 1962. The House 
had moved it back to 1 July, 1963. 
Defense wanted a permanent ex- 
tension. 

© Put a limit of $20,000 on the 
amount that can be spent to reno- 
vate a housing unit. Although the 
top amount that can be spent to 
build a housing unit is $22,000 the 
committee found the services 
spending much more than that to 
renovate some units, including 
$80,000 for a single unit at one 
Army base. 

© Approved moving the Army 
Quartermaster Food Container In- 
stitute to Natick, Mass. This had 
been blocked by another study fol- 
lowing a political hassle on the 
House floor. 

© Cut out a $5,028,000 research 
and development building at the 
Army’s Redstone Arsenal. 

® Cut out $2 million for R&D 
facilities for the Army at White 
Sands Proving grounds. 

® Left in the bill the hospital 
at Ft. Sill, Okla., 250 beds. 

e Approved all of the construc- 
tion changes brought about by 
President Kennedy’s revisions of 
the Defense budget. 

© Approved $10,350,000 for 10 
Army construction items in Korea. 
The House had approved $15,461,- 
000 and 18 items. 

. © Cut $4,230,000 for operations 
and supply facilities and utilities 
for the Army in France. The cuts 





were believed to be caused by the 


unstable 
France. 


© Restored $5,179,000 for the 
Army Security agency. 

© The funds for emergency con- 
struction to exploit break-throughs 
was increased to $15 million per 
service. The House had allowed 
$10 million. The services wanted 
$17.5 million. 

© Put in 256 units of transport- 
able housing asked by the Air 
Force. The House had cut these 
out. These units do not count 
against the overall. total of 2000 
appropriated fund units.

THE BILL is likely to bring on 
a major hassle between House and 
Senate committees. The Senate 
group will cite evidence in its re- 
port designed to prove appropriat- 
ed fund housing is far less costly 
than Capehart housing. The House 
group went to great length to 
show that the cost difference is 
very slight and that Capehart hous- 
ing is more desirable. However, the 
Capehart plan met much opposition 
on the House floor before finally 
passing. 

The two committees are also far 
apart on the substandard housing 
question. The House group was in- 
sistent the use of inadequate units 
be stopped as soon as possible. 
The Senate committee went for a 
leisurely approach. 


A committee spokesman said 
the trouble over builder Hal Hayes, 
whose several Capehart projects 
failed, was a factor in the commit- 
tee’s vote to end Capehart housing. 
The group also discussed Comp- 
troller’ General criticism of the 
program. The spokesman, asked if 
the group considered increasing 
‘quarters allowance so more men 
could get good private housing, 
said, “the committee stuck strict- 
ly to construction.”

Proficiency Tests 
Aren’t Working 


FORT BENNING, Ga.: To add to 
Sp-6 James D. Anderson’s article, 
“On Other Hand, Maybe It Isn't,” 
in the 8 April issue of Army Times, 
I would like to mention a few facts 
concerning the Proficiency Test 
System, which is an integral part 

the Management Program. Nu- 





there will be a need for many per- 
sonnel to fill various jobs not nor- 
mally covered by the TO&E, but 
necessary to the missiOn of the 
unit. As a result, you have per- 
sonnel who are not performing in 
their PMOS, but in other MOS 
fields through no fault of their 
own. 

In addition, considering just one 
field in particular—the adminis- 
trative field (MOS 716)—we have 
an individual, in the grade of E-4, 
holding the job of company clerk 
(716.1). This man has. an adequate 
background in. administration. 

Take this same man and place 
him in a unit personnel section: 
Can he qualify? Numerous person- 
nel sections, because of an acute 
shortage, must place individuals 
in specific jobs within the section, 
thereby confining the individual's 
abilities for learning more. 

This is indicative of many other 
MOS fields. The use of personnel is 
not being effectively controlled. 
and as such those personnel who 
we would normally consider qual- 
ified to take and pass their profi- 
ciency test are unable to do so. A 
careful study would probably re- 
veal this is true in all respects. 

Inasmuch as we know that each 
individual must work in his partic- 
ular field in order to become profi- 
cient, we also must acknowledge 
the fact that a number of these in- 
dividuals, multiplied considerably, 
will never become proficient be- 
cause of mal-assignment. 

To sum this whole matter up. 
Though the proficiency test was 
established as a means to deter- 
mine a person’s qualifications in 
his PMOS, in addition to creating 
an incentive, the test does not re- 
veal the real reason why many 
men do not qualify. 

I am of the opinion that the pro- 
ficiency tests should. not be ad- 
ministered any further until a 
closer investigation has been made. 
Many are suffering because they 
are placed in odd jobs and then 
expected to be prepared and quali- 
fied when the time comes for 
testing. 

If the Army desires to determine 
how proficient its personnel are, 
then a new plan should be estab- 
lished and orders put out to the 
field commands stating that all 
management systems be reviewed 
and personnel placed in proper 
TOE slots to physically work in 
their MOS. All other personnel 
should be reported for proper dis- 
position. Until this program has 
been thoroughly reviewed, no one 
will be able to accurately deter- 
mine how many personne] are ac- 
tually qualified in their MOS.

FORT SHAFTER, Hawaii: I 
read the article in the 5 April 
issue on the subject of “Hawaiian 
Soldiers Stay-at-Homes.” “An- 
noyed” did a fine job of writing 
the letter but I would like to add 
a few comments. 

I realize the Department of the 
Army has taken some steps to 
transfer some of the Hawaiian 
homesteaders away from their 
home town, but so far they haven’t 
made a dent in the bucket. Of the 
ones that do get transferred over- 
seas, most of them get assigned to 
Korea for a short 13 months and 
then they are back in their old 
home town. There are some streets 
on post that are predominantly 
Hawaiian and an haole (Cauca- 
sian) doesn’t have a chance. 

One other thing that I would 
like to point out is the single Ha- 
Waiians purchasing items at the 
commissary. Many of them, whom 
I know personally, are single and 
ration separately because of living 
with their parents; buy groceries 
at the commissary for their family. 
Since the Army now only requires 
an ID card to purchase groceries 
from the commissary, anyone can 
buy as long as he has an ID card, 
whether he’s married or single. 

I was always under the impres- 
sion that a serviceman had to be 
married and resided. on or near 
the post, in order to use the com- 
missary but evidently the Army 
doesn’t care who makes purchases 
any more. We are always lectured 
on protecting our benefits and 
such a thing as this goes on. I 
think the Army should go back to 
the old system of issuing privilege 
ecards to servicemen and depend- 
ents alike.

THERE ARE other reasons for 
knowing Italiun, most of which I 
learned the hard way: 

@ The average Italian is a warm 
and friendly person and ig flatter- 





ed if you talk with him in his own 
languages. 

@ The Italians, almost as much 
as the French, love good food. If 
you can read the menus, eating 
food and via wine in Italy 
can be wonderful fun. If you don’t 
know the words, it is very easy to 
order something that sounds quite 
exotic and turng out to be a plate 
of eels. 

It is a tremendous advantage 
economically, The Italians are 
hospitable but the Southern half 
of Italy ig an economically de- 
pressed area. In any country, such 
areas alwaye have operators. The 
price goes up for the non-linguist. 

You can get a conversational 
knowledge of Italian before you go 
to Italy through the records avail- 
able through the TIMES, For ex- 
ample, if you go to Naples and 
rent an unfurnished apartment, it 
will be truly unfurnished. Not 
only will there be no light bulbs, 
there wil’ be no light fixtures, just 
wires sticking out of the ceiling. 

These records are for those who 
want a speaking knowledge of the 
language. You can learn to talk 
and be understood by the porter, 
the taxi driver, the waiter, the 
landlord, the shopkeeper, the 
clerk, the secretaries and, if things 
are going good, the wine steward.

thousands of houses and apartment 
buildings in all 50 states. Though 
it is not actively in the business 
of renting houses and apparements 
by choice, the FHA has found that 
at any given time, thousands of 
housing units in almost every part 
of the country are vacant but can’t 
be sold.

RATHER than leave them empty, 
FHA will rent these units to all 
comers. The prospects here are 
excellent—from every point. of 
view. Not only are there available 
units in practically every area, but 
the houses and apartments are low- 
cost, better than adequate, close 
to military installations in most 
eases and, because .of their wide 
variety, designed to meet the needs 
of most military families. 

Showell said that he is not, re- 
peat NOT, the man to contact. He 
prescribed the following action to 
be taken by any serviceman want- 
ing to find an FHA, “home” for 
his family while he was overseas: 

First, in seeking information or 
applying for a rental unit, the 
serviceman must write directly to 
the director of the FHA insuring 
office in the area he wishes to 
leave his family—not to FHA’s 
Washington headquarters. 

Second, when writing to the area 
office, he should ask as many per- 
tinent questions as possible—such 
as “How near is the closest mili- 
tary installation?” “Is there a com- 
missary there?” “Will my family 
be assured of being able to stay 
in the house or apartment for 
the length of my overseas tour?” 
Other questions to ask should con- 
cern the exact cost of rental, 
whether or. not utilities are in- 
cluded, what schools, transporta- 
tion, shops and churches are near- 
by, etc.

THE BEST METHOD, perhaps, 
would be to go to the office in 
person, if one is situated near the 
serviceman’s present installation, 
and to discuss these matters with 
the director or his assistants in 
detail. The official at FHA’s Wash- 
ington office told Army Times that 
he will inform all area directors 
of the Administration’s desire to 
cooperate fully with military famil- 
ies and that.every effort will there- 
by be made to assist them, when 
they write or visit these offices. 

Generally speaking, the separate 
houses available through FHA are 
rented at $55 to $75 per month— 
some higher. Most of them are 
two and three-bedroom houses in 
outer residential areas of the cities 
listed below. 


Apartments available through 
FHA are low-cost garden-type units 
and come in many sizes. Apart- 
ments are more readily available, 
but there is one draw-back to 
them. FHA is trying to sell these 
multiple family dwellings and can- 
not guarantee absolutely the length 
of time they will be available. If 
they are sold to private landlords, 
however, chances are very good 
that the tenant will be able to 
stay on and at about the same 
rent. , :

Regulation Covers Credits 
For Hospitalized Reserves 


WASHINGTON — Army Reserv- 
ists who are hospitalized or require 
prolonged treatment at home be- 
cause of a non-military injury or 
ailment can’t collect promotion or 
retirement point credits until they 
return to active status. 

New AR 140-185 stresses that 
“retirement point credits are not 
authorized reservists in an inactive 
status—USAR Control Group (In- 
active) or USAR Control Pte 
(Retired). 

The new AR also clarifies the | 
method for determining a reserv- 
ist’s retirement year. “The retire- | 
ment year, once established, will | 
change only when there is a break | 
in active status” (separation or 
assignment to an inactive or re- 
tired USAR Control Group). 

The retirement year for reserv- 
ists who were active on 1 July, 
1959, is from 1 July through 30) 
June the following year “so long 
as service in an active status is 
continuous.” 

For reservists who entered the

Established in State 


KENTUCKY, long famed for her 
streams and lakés, has inau- 
gurated a revolutionary new Chain- 
O-Lakes program which will estab- 
lish new lakes throughout the 
Commonwealth ranging from 5 to 
300 acres in size. 

The enactment of the new pro- 
gram is the fulfillment of a 

romise that Governor Bert T. 
Pombe made to Kentuckians to 
impound all the water that would 
be economically feasible for use by 
the public, 

The new plan is unique in that 
the majority of the proposed lakes 
will be formed by using highway 
fills as dams, making the financing 
of the lakes a relatively low cost 
item. In Kentucky’s rolling hills 
and mountains, the possibilities of 
such a ].ke project are virtually 
unlimited. 


Kentucky Adds 
Roadside Parks

sigh with relief while motoring 
through Kentucky where the famed 
hospitality of the State has been 
extended along its roadsides. 

Roadside parks and rests, road- 
side overlooks and special table- 
sites are rapidly being added to | 
the highways of Kentucky.

- state highways is giving impetus | 

to development of roadside rests 
and picnic facilities. 








Already 25 sights have been pro- 
posed for development in eastern 
Kentucky alone. A program of this 
great magnitude has no equal in 
any state. 

Governor Combs described the 
idea of using highways to create 
lakes on a large scale as both revol- 
utionary and economical, in that 
engineers can build damg much 
cheaper than bridges, thus serving 
a double purpose. 

The new lake pregram will not 
only be a great boom to Kentucky’s 
surging tourist and travel business, 
but will also benefit Kentuckians 
agriculturally, municipally and in- 
dustrially. Many out-of-state indus- 
trial firms will be watching, with 
interest, this new source of vital 
water power. 

The Lakes Development Commit- 
tee, composed of leading state of- 
ficials, announced that the selec- 
tion of projects for consideration 
shall be in accordance with local 
possibilities and physica] features 
of the region. 

Areas which do not have lakes 
and recreational facilities will be 
given a higher priority for develop- 
ment, 
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HE lure of spring fishing brings 

thousands of anglers to Ken- 
tucky’s beautiful “land of lakes” 
each year. 

And according to the Kentucky 
Tourist and Travel Commission the 
two lakes which get the biggest 
“play” from out-of-state fishermen 
are Kentucky Lake in the extreme 
western part of the state and Lake 
Cumberland in the. southeastern 
section. 

Both lakes offer a tremendous 
variety of gamefish and facilities 
to accommodate the fisherman 
year ’round. Black bass, white bass, 
walleye, muskie, crappie, sauger, 
bream and rock bass all abound in 
the crystal-clear waters of the two 
impoundments. 

Lake Cumberland, near James- 
town, and just off US 127 and KY 
55, is the newest of the Common- 
wealth’s big lakes. The lake, im- 
pounded by Wolf Creek Dam 
which stretches across the twisting 
Cumberland River, winds 105 miles 
through the hills and cliffs of 
southeastern Kentucky. Lake Cum- 
berland is famed for its large and 
smallmouth bass population, where 
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limit catches are the rule not the; 


exception. 

In western Kentucky is one of 
the top fishing areas in Mid-Amer- 
ica, famous Kentucky Lake. The 
lake has gained national promin- 
ence for its spring crappie run. 
And run it is, with the most 
amateur anglers checking in 30 and 
40 pound strings of plump crappie, 
ranging up to 4 pounds each. In 
the spring, white and black bass 
play a- big part in the fishing 
picture at Kentucky Lake. 

Modern state parks with lodging, 
dining, recreational and boat dock 
facilities are located at both of 
the lakes: Kentucky Dam Village 
and Kentucky Lake State Park’s 
at Kentucky Lake and Lake Cum- 
berland State Park at Lake Cum- 
berl..nd.

SFC Gordon B. Enders, chief 
foreign intelligence analyst with 
the Intelligence Brach, G-2 Op- 
erations Div., 
has complet- 
ed his third 
assignment 
with the Sec- 
ond Army, 
and retired in 
Army Reserve 
grade of full 
colonel. 

During 
World War I, 
he was. a US. 
Air Service 
pilot and be- ENDERS 
came a charter member of the 
Second Army when it was acti- 
vated in 1918, with headquar- 
ters in Toul, France. He served 
with the Second Army in four 
campaigns, flying more than 600 
combat hours as pilot of a two- 
place Breguet bomber. Since he 
served with the Second Army in 
combat, he was entitled to wear 
the Second Army patch on his 
right shoulder, and while as- 
signed to this headquarters, he 
also wore it on his left shoulder.

ENDERS BEGAN his military 
career in 1916 by joining the 
French Foreign Legion for serv- 
ice against the Germans- in 
France. When the States en- 
tered the war in 1917, he trans- 
ferred to the U.S. Army, receiv- 
ing his pilot’s wings and being 
commissioned a first lieutenant 
early in 1918, 

During World War II, he 
served in Afghanistan as our 
first military attache, as assist- 
ant military attache to Iran, as 
military observer in India, Mili- 
tary Government officer at the 
capture of Okinawa, and direc- 
tor of the Office of Foreign Af- 
fairs at Seoul, Korea, during the 
first 10 months of the U.S. oc- 
cupation there. 

His second assignment to the 
Second Army was in 1948 with 
the Tactical Intelligence Div. 
(Operations), G-2 Section. In 
1951 he was again ordered to 
Korea, and wears four battle 
tg on his Korean service rib- 

n. 


IN 1955, after being separated 
from the service as an officer 
because of age, Col. Enders en- 
listed and was named Operations 
NCO to the N2, 2d Amphibious 
Gp., Sixth Fleet. His most re- 
cent assignment brought him to 
the Second Army Hq. for the 
third time. 

Enders’ background shows 
why he was invaluable to the 
Army in military intelligence. Al- 
though born in Essex, Iowa in 
May 1897, he was reared in India 
by his missionary father, receiv- 
ing his early education at a 
British military academy at Naini 
Tal in the Himalvas. His sec- 
ondary and university training 
was received at the College of 
Wooster in Ohio, and at the 
University of Pittsburgh.

RETURNING to the States in 
1937, -he was a lecturer on Far

Recalled to active duty in 1941, 
he served in Afghanistan, Iran, 
Okinawa and Korea. After his 
second tour with the Second 
Army from 1948 to 1951, he was 
again ordered to Korea as senior 
intelligence advisor to the Re- 
public of Korea (ROK) Army 
and acting chief of staff, Korean 
Military Assistance Gp. During 
1953 and 1954 he was deputy 
G-2, XVI Corps in Japan. 

On his return to the U.S. in 
1954, he was appointed director 
of Non-Resident Instruction at 
the Army General School at Fort 
Riley. In 1955 he was separated 
from the Army as an officer be- 
cause of age, and immediately 
reenlisted, coming to Second 
Army Hg. in 1957 for his third 
tour. 

While Sgt. Enders’ name will 
go on the retired list as Col. 
Enders, the word “retire” is not 
in his vocabulary. He plans to 
continue his interest in world af- 
fairs by traveling and lecturing, 
and is considering making his 
future home in Pakistan because 
he speaks that country’s language 
fluently.

They Pronounced Him 


FORT EUSTIS, Va.—Trumpet 
tooter SFC Albert J. Madden’s 
musical career has come to a 
halt more than once. But even 
a jeep accident in which he 
suffered 32 broken bones and 
had been given up for dead, 
couldn’t daunt the ambition and 
drive of the 42-year-old member 
of the 384th Army Band. 

When he was five he won first 
prize in the Derry, N.H. 1923 
winter carnival parade playing a 
cornet. He was featured solo as 
a young trumpet virtuoso at 10 
with Ed MclInally and “His Irish 
Minstrels.” 


On his way to the big time he 
joined the Jean Val Jean Orches- 
tra, and later played with the 
Mel Hallett band. Then tragedy 
hit—double pneumonia in 1941 
—ending eight years of big band 
swing for Madden. 

Career two began as an avia- 
tion motor machinist in bell- 
bottom trousers in 1944, while 
trumpeting with “Chief Casey 
and His Rhythm Bombers,” a 
19-piece dance band. He was in 
the Captain’s Band at Key West 
when he wasn’t off on anti- 
submarine patrols. He wrapped 
up Navy duty in 1946, and drove 
buses in Hartford, Conn., while 
doing combo work. 

Cne night he was hit across 
the mouth with a cola bottle 
which paralyzed his playing 
muscles, Career two ended. 

Beset with family support 
problems, Madden joined the 
Army in 1948 after “practicing 
like mad” with a $12 cornet. it

was not long before he was in 
the dual role of bandsman in the 
17th Abn. Div. band, while in- 
structing the school of brasses in 
the Band Training Unit at Camp 
Pickett, Va. 

The end of his short second 
career came at Lawrenceville, 
Va., in a jeep enroute to a band 
concert broadcast that never 
took place. He was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Fort Lee. He 
had sustained very serious skull, 
body and leg injuries, a total of 
32 broken bones. 

During the last rites conduct- 


ed by an Army chaplain, Mad- “

den emitted an unconscious 
groan when the oil was pressed 
on his eyelids. The chaplain 
rushed into the hall calling the 
doctors, “This man is ALIVE.” 
Madden woke up 32 days later. 

He was told he would never 
walk again, but Madden and his 
Army doctors didn’t give up and 
three months later, though un- 
able to walk, he swam on the 
Valley Forge Hospital’s relay 
swim team against three teams 
of all-well swimmers. It placed 
second ahead of Fort Eustis. 

Six months after the accident 
he took his crutches back to the 
hospital, and for the next eight 
years played the circuit of nine 
Army bands. 

Assigned to the 384th Army 
Band at Eustis, Madden took 
over as supply sergeant, group 
leader of brasses and trumpet 
soloist. Despite frequent attacks 
of arthritis, loss of motion in his 
arms and the necessity of wear- 
ing built-up orthopedic shoes 
and boots, the sergeant counts it 
a matter of pride and duty to 


make every formation and 
parade on the band’s busy 
schedule. 

Several times each month 


since 1959 he has helped the pa- 
tient’s orchestra at Eastern 
State Hospital in Williamsburg, 
Va. “Having looked death in the 
face twice, I feel within myself 
the need to keep busy to live 
and help others. There’s a lot 
of music to be played yet,” he 
says.

For THOSE nurtured in a Korean War or cold 

war Army, the quantity. of equipment and supplies 
produced during World War II is difficult to visualize. 
The latest volume on the technical services in the 
Army’s War II history series describes the way the then 
Ordnance Department prepared for war and carried out 
its program. 

The fall of France marked the real beginning of 
American war preparations. Once the munitions pro- 
gram of June 1940 picked up speed, there was an expan- 
sion in ordnance operations that has never been matched 
and probably won’t be. With time an essential element, 
factories were tooled for war, ammo plants and depots 
sprang up and huge amounts of equipment and supplies 
were on their way to troops. 

The military readiness of the U.S. in 1940 reported 
by the War Department staggered an awakening Amer- 
ica. We didn’t have enough antiaircraft guns to pro- 
tect a single large U.S. city. We were, you might say, 
in a better way in coast artillery. There were enough 
weapons but some had not been fired for 20 years. 

The still-used 105mm was just going into production 
and the main Army artillery piece was the French 75. 
The U.S. had about 5000 left from War I. Nearly all 
were mounted on wooden wheels and couldn’t be 
towed by trucks. 

* + » 

AGAINST an almost black picture, the small arms 
situation stood out. There were enough machine guns 
and 2.5 million rifles. About 4000 Garands were being 
made a month with 35,000 already in stock. 

Alarmed and angry, Congress demanded to know 
the reason for the sad state of U.S. defenses. Legis- 
lators insisted there had been large appropriations since 
1933. Where, they wondered, had the money gone? 

Officials replied that about 75 percent of the nearly 
$3.4 billion programed for the Army since 1933 had 
gone for pay, subsistence and travel expenses, merely 
the case, the Army said, “of the American standard of 
living applied to the maintenance of a volunteer army 
scattered over a tremendous number of small posts.” 

Given the money, Ordnance went to work. With 
a few plants — Springfield, Watervliet, Frankford, 
Picatinny and Rock Island—forming the nucleus, 
small arms, tanks and other equipment were pro- 
duced, It is noteworthy that in the late 1930s some 
of the equipment at Springfield Armory predated 
the Civil War. 

With a large assist from industry more than four 
million M-1 rifles, six million carbines and 41 billion 
rounds of small arms ammo poured out of American 
factories. 

In the way of artillery, Ordnance soon solved the 
problem. “Regardless of what the future held,” the 
department believed it was over the hump before 1943. 
However, a planning error early in the war, when it 
was decided to emphasize light and medium arty pro- 
duction, caused a shortage of heavy artillery for the 
invasion of Europe. 

A similar oversight in peers led to shortages of 
heavy tanks and trucks.—G. F

WILLIAM Wister Haines, the author of “Command 

Decision,” has done a masterful job of blending 
historical and fictional characters in this realistic novel 
of Indian fighting. 

The story centers around the Army’s decision to 
open a winter campaign against the Indians in Montana 
in 1876 in hopes of knocking out the Indians by taking 
advantage of bad weather. The real characters—Gens. 
Nelson Miles, Custer and Crook, chiefs Crazy Horse and 
Sitting Bull—combine with purely fictional people to 
tell a story of privation and heroism in the Old West. 

There is ample romance, action and historical truth. 
“The Winter War” is an excellent novel, far above the 
level of what we call “Westerns” today. B.H.

is easy to remove the adulterants put into hair 

tonic and paint thinners to make drinking alcohol. 
“For each gallon of alky you add one pound alum, three 
pounds of fuller’s earth, and about a pound of char- 
coal. You mix this thoroughly, let it stand for an hour, 
and then filter the alcohol off. You get about 170- 
proof alcohol, but you can never be sure about the 
taste.” 

So says Angelo Pavane, the pseudonym of the gang- 
ster who tells his story through John Starr’s typewriter 
in “The Purveyor.” It is a gory, disillusioning book, one 
which indicts the American public, law enforcement 
agencies and the courts with equal fervor. 

“Pavane” tells his story in the first person. It is 
a common story — a young thug sent to reform school, 
a man employed by criminals who branches out on his 
own, ending up with a fortune and a batch of mighty 
serious problems.

Rushing Recalls ‘Smith’ Songs 


A FAMOUS jazz musician once 

told me that his father and 
mother, who were college teach- 
ers, collected records but they 
were all classical ‘‘save for blues 
records by Bessie Smith and all 
the other Smiths . ... Mamie 
Smith, Trixie Smith, Clara 
Smith.” No doubt- many other 
jazz musicians g- ;

era) were 
raised in a 
home where 
records by 
these Smiths 
(none of them 
are related) 
helped to in- 
troduce them 


to the blues, tos 
the most basic SCANLAN 
and most enduring genre in jazz 
music. (There is, of course, no 
such thing as a great jazz musi- 
cian who cannot and does not 
enjoy improvising upon a blues 
progression.) 

With the exception of Bessie 
Smith, the famed “Empress of 
the Blues” and unquestionably 
the best blues singer of them 
all, few contemporary jazz en- 
thusiasts are familiar with the 
work of the other ladies named 
Smith. But Jimmy Rushing, the 
great blues singer who achieved 
national acclaim with Count 
Basie’s first and best band, re- 
members them well. His new- 
est album, entitled “The Smith 
Girls,” contains ten songs they 
made famous (Columbia stereo 
8405 or monaural 1605). He is 
backed by a small group of 
skillful old hands in jazz, in- 
cluding Buck Clayton, Coleman 
Hawkins, Buster Bailey, Claude 





Hopkins, Dickie Wells and Benny 
Morton. 

Not all of the tunes are blues 
in the strict sense, meaning that 
they are not all based on what 
is known as “the blues progres- 
sion. For example, there is “How 
Come You Do Me Like You Do” 
(based on a similar und stand- 
ard progression used frequently 
in jazz) and “Everybody Loves 
My Baby” (more like a stand- 
ard popular song). 

This is probably not Rush- 
ing’s best record, but there are 
many moments of power and 
warmth and it is recommended 
without any quibbling here. 
Clayton plays exceptionally well, 
as he always does, being one of 
the most consistent performers 


in jazz. He has never, to my 
knowledge, played a_ sloppy 
chorus. 
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OTHER NEW RECORDS: 
What the new Gerry Mulligan 
band sounds like can beheard 
on “At the Village Vanguard” 
(Verve 8396). The set was taped 
at the New York club in De- 
cember. There are some fine 
musicians in the band, includ- 
ing featured trumpet player 
Clark Terry and trombonist Bob 
Brookmeyer, who also did some 
of the writing. The band does 
not yet have its own identity, to 
my mind, but those who enjoy 
big band sounds or Mulligan’s 
baritone saxophone will want 
to hear it... There are two re- 
cent LPs by The Modern Jazz 
Quartet, a much-praised group 
that remains too precious for my 
taste despite the superb vibes 
player, Milt Jackson. “European 
Concert” contains a number of

the group. It is all very “cool” 
music if you want to describe 
music in terms of temperature. 
It is neat, careful, occasionally 
prissy (Atlantic 2-603, two LPs). 
The other is “The Modern Jazz 
Quartet and Orchestra” and this 
is quite different (Atlantic 1359), 
probably an example of what 
has been termed “third stream” 
music. Whatever it is, it is some 
kind of attempt to wed jazz with 
formal music and it is unques- 
tionably more formal than jazz.

In the Battle of the Coral Sea, 
fought in the air by Navy planes 
and successful in turning back the 
Japanese southern thrust and in- 
tended seizure of Port Moresby, 
New Guinea, Powers played a lead- 
ing role, and lost his life.

came a new issue of stamps. 


The Crown Agent reports the 
set consists of 13 stamps rang- 
ing in value from one-half pen- 
ny to one-pound. Each stamp 
bears the words “Independence 
1961” at the top and contains an 
inset medallion of the new 
Badge of the Territory. 

The stamps are recess-printed 
in two colors by Bradbury, Wil- 
kinson & Co. Ltd., on water- 
marked “SL” paper. Issue is in 
sheets of 60 stamps. 

Each design except that on the 
one-pound value appears on two 
stamps in the set. 

The first written records of 
Sierra Leone are those of the 
Portuguese voyages of discovery 
in the 15th century. During the 
next 200 years the area was vis- 
ited mostly by pirates and slave 
traders. 

The Colony of Sierra Leone 
originated in the sale and ces- 
sion of a portion of land in 1788 
to Captain John Taylor of the 
British Navy. In 1808 the ter- 
ritory was made a crown colony. 

The colony had its own exec- 
utive and legislative council as 
early as 1863. 

Sierra Leone became independ-

Don’t fall over just because 
somebody points a gun at you. 
Maybe the gun isn’t loaded. 

Let’s suppose you're sitting 
there peacefully with the East 
hand. You do your duty by bid- 
ding the hearts in_third position, 
and then you subside. 

West opens the eight of hearts, 
dummy puts up the ten, and you 
cover with the queen. South plays 
low and smirks “That’s the Bath 
Coup,” he announces smugly. 

And so it is. If you continue 
hearts, he can let the trick ride 
around to dummy's jack. It was 
clever of South to let you hold the 
first trick. 

Perhaps you hit upon a sly 
switch to spades. If South takes 
the finesse he will go down. West 
will win with the king of spades 





and lead his remaining heart. Now 
you will set up your other heart 
trick before the ace of clubs is 
knocked out. 


But South should put up the ace 
of spades instead of trying the 
finesse. He leads a club immedi- 
ately to force out the ace. This 
allows him to discard a heart on 
one of dummy’s clubs, and he 
gives up only one heart, one club 
and one trump. 

Now go back to the second 
trick. Don’t despair just because 
South has made a clever play. 
Just lead back the three of hearts. 

Declarer will let this ride to 
dummy’s jack, of course, but it 
won’t help him. If declarer knocks 
out the ace of clubs, you will lead 
a third heart to give West a ruff.

Scientist Unworried 


About Man's Safety 


LOS ANGELES—A preoccupation on insuring ab- 
solute safety in space flight will greatly slow our prog- 
ress in exploring space with manned vehicles, a General 
Electric scientist claimed here. 

Dr. George R. Arthur, project manager for GE’s study of a 
manned lunar craft, Project Apollo, for the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, said he hopes the fear of the unknown 
will be tempered by the Mercury man in space program. 

In addition, he noted that unmanned testing of complete ve- 
hicle and sub-systems can become a major program in itself. This 
makes man an appendage which defeats the main purpose of manned 
space vehicles, he said. 

While acknowledging the necessity for much unmanned testing 
of space vehicles and equipment prior to launching them with human 
beings aboard, Arthur believes that all risks cannot be removed 
by such methods and that eventually manned flights accompanied 
by a certain amount of danger must follow. 

“I often feel that if we followed the same path in aircraft de- 
velopment,” he said, “we might still be flying Jennies.” 

~ * om 


ARTHUR expressed his views on man in space at a joint meet- 
ing of the Human Factors Society and the American Astronautical 
Society. 

“There is a need for much unmanned testing, especially of 
boiler plate models, for separation tests, propulsion tests, recovery 
tests, and so on,” he continued. “However, I hope Mercury is some- 
what unique in the degree of total vehicle-subsystem unmanned 
testing that is done.” 

He pointed out that we regularly have aircraft pilots undergo 
life-or-death risks without arousing the public and he believes that 
there is a comparable risk situation involved in having a man test 
a space vehicle. 

Arthur also discussed the danger of radiation. In his opinion 
it is not an overwhelming problem but a risk in a class with all 
the other risks in space flight. 

According to his analysis, a space vehicle designed today for 
a round trip to the moon would protect man from almost all possible 
lethal doses of radiation. 

“It may very well be the case that the danger of dying from 
over-exposure to solar flares for the lunar astronaut is considerably 
less than the danger of being smashed up in a three-car crash on

Army Petroleum Lab 
Checks Fuel Quality 


By PFC ROY HUFFMAN 


FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska—On Alaska’s arctic shores the men 
who man Distant Early Warning (DEW) stations get their gasoline 
in bulk and 55-gallon drums, a year’s supply at a time. 

In the Alaskan interior, gasoline, diesel fuel and jet fuel are 
delivered to military installations through an 656-mile-long pipe line. 

Soldiers and airmen in southern Alaska use petroleum products 
that reach them by sea, and rail and tank truck. 

To do the job, to keep aircraft flying, combat vehicles running, 
and sometimes to keep. the men themselves from freezing fuels must 
meet high standards of purity, efficiency and dependability. 

This is the job of 14 men who work in a small concrete build- 
ing on Fort Richardson, near Anchorage. 

The building is the U.S. Army Alaska Petroleum Laboratory, 
manned by trained Army technicians, all graduates of the Quarter- 
master Petroleum School at Fort Lee, Va.

HEADED BY Leo E. Krupa, quality control chief, and SFC Thom- 
as M. Schneider, petroleum lab supervisor, these men perform all 
quality control tests on aviation and jet fuels, motor gasoline, oils, 
greases and cleaning solvents. 

Inside the building housing USARAL’s Petroleum Distribution 
Unit laboratory are all the makings for a science fiction movie. 

Strange looking apparatus, dials, gauges, hydrometers, thermom- 
eters, graduates, beakers, balances, flasks, test tubes, glass tubing, 
bunsen burners, ovens and refrigeration units dot the lab. 

Tests include deterioration of POL (petroleum, oils, lubricants) 
and accumulation of foreign materials and water contamination. In 
addition, the grade of gasoline and its knocking characteristics are 
determined by use of a Waukesha fuel research engine. 

Although most petroleum products are highly inflammable, all 
tests are under complete control. 

Automatic showers, frequent fire inspections, fire extinguishers 
and fire control doors insure safety. 
* » * * 

IN ADDITION to the petroleum laboratory at Fort Richardson, 
there are three branch labs in Alaska. They are located along the 
Army’s pipeline at Fairbanks, Haine sand Tok Junction. A civilian 
la‘ technician is assigned at Haines and Tok and an Army techni- 
cian at Fairbanks to run tests and insure quality of petroleum prod- 
ucts flowing through the pipeline. 

“Before POL tankers are unloaded in Alaska,” Krupa said, “we 
sample the tanker’s cargo and test it for quality and compare it with 
the applicable specification.” 

When Cook Inlet is open, petroleum products for military instal- 
lations in Southern Alaska are shipped from stateside ports by ocean 
tankers to the Anchorage POL Terminal, then on to Fort Richard-

WASHINGTON—The crippling effects of a proposed 10 percent strength cut in the 
Army National Guard and Army Reserve were described to the Senate Appropriations com- 
mittee last week. National Guard Bureau Chief Maj. Gen. Donald McGowan, told Con- 


gress the Guard’s

from 400,000 to 360,000. 

Former President Eisenhower 
in his budget message to Congress 
early this year recommended a 
10 percent cut in the strength of 
both the Army. Reserve and Army 
Guard. President Kennedy, in sub- 
mitting a revised Defense budget, 
made no recommendations one way 
or the other. 

McGowan said a cutback would 
“undoubtedly” involve the loss of 
units. “I can not state the num- 


ber at this time. We would have 
to absorb the Ioss, both in level 
of manning by our units and in the 
number of units,” McGowan as- 
serted, 

Under present training sched- 
ules, Army Guard priority I units 
by 1965 could be deployed over- 
seas at maximum strength — and 
with latest equipment—within four 
weeks after the whistle blows.

Maj. Gen. Frederick M. Warren, 
chief of Army Reserve and ROTC 
Affairs, warned that the USAR 
could not maintain a maximum effi- 
ciency level with a strength less 
than 300,000, the present author- 
ized USAF strength ceiling.

. “Prorating”—for those lucky 
enough never to have encountered 
it—is the practice of estimating 
in advance the number of alco- 
holic drinks to be consumed at a 
party, and charging each person 
attending a sum based on the pro- 
rated estimate. 

Since most of the pro-rating 
seems to be figured either by—or 
for—promising candidates for Al- 
coholics Anonymous, the moderate 
drinker usually finds -himself pay- 
ing a charge in exeéss of what he 
feels .he would ordinarily have 
spent if allowed to buy his own 
drinks across the bar. Non-drink- 
ers—such as myself—often pay 
anywhere from $1.50 to $3 for the 
privilege of drinking one coke.

I THOUGHT I was in the minor- 
ity on this subject until it was 
discussed at a party recently.

Fort Lewis ‘Ope 
Designed to Sol 


FORT LEWIS, Wash.—“Opera- 
tion Wifeline,” a preventative wel- 
fare program, has been established 
by the Army wives here, Designed 
for solving some of the little prob- 
lems that arise for military wives, 
“Wifeline” brings quick assistance 
in times of emergency. 

Often a situation arises that 
needs immediate attention while an 
Army wife’s husband is in the field 
or -n a maneuver, and she requests 
that her husband be allowed to 
return home to solve the problem. 
In many instances investigation 
has shown that the problem could 
have been solved with the help of 
a neighbor or friend—for this rea- 
son “Operation Wifeline” was 
established. 

“Operation Wifeline” works like 
this: Each major unit has hostesses 
who are provided with a list of 
names of the wives in the unit, and 
each wife is provided with the tele- 
phone number of the unit’s hostess. 

If a problem arises, all a wife has , 
to de is call her husband’s unit 
hostess and explain the nature of 
the -mergency. The hostess can 
refer the wife to the proper agency 
or offer the assistance of ' another 
“Wifeliner.” An emergency ae 
either solved or passed on, 
never dropped until a solution has 
been found. : 

Although “Wifeline” doesn’t pro- 
vide continued service—such as

THERE is no doubt that pro- 
rating is unvoidable at certain 
times. But I wonder if there 
couldn’t be a fairer way of handling 
it. Indicating, perhaps the number 
of drinks upon which the estimate 
is based: “Estimated at three drinks 
per person.” This would allow those 
who wish to go above that to pay 
for two “pro-rates.” It would also 
act as a guide to others. Because, 
many. times, I am told, the pro- 
rating is high to ensure that the 
liquor does not run out. In addi- 
tion, there should be some consid- 
eration for those who do. not 
drink—a larger number than most 
people realize—and a tariff 
charged in keeping with their non- 
alcoholic tastes. 

My own most expensive encoun- 
ter with pro-rating took place sev- 
eral years ago at a large, formal 
reception for an incoming general 
at which cocktails and hors d’oeu- 
vres were served. Several honored 
guests, whose share was included 
in the pro-rate, attended.

returning home, did it dawn on 
me that I had paid $4.25 for a 
coke and one half a deviled ess!

FORT CAMPBELL, Ky. — The 
Army’s shining example of “home- 
bred” success, SFC Eddie Crook, the 
101st Abn. Div.’s gold medal winner 
last summer in the Olympie Games mid- 
dleweight division, has assured this 
reporter he is hanging up his gloves. 

Ordinarily, retirement announcements like 
this one are commonplace in sports pages, 
often conveniently filling three or four lines 
next to bowling scores, or something equally 
as significant. It is primarily because of such 
a ventuality that we feel due recognition 
be accorded to this. unique soldier-athlete. 

Lest the “big picture” aspect of the re 
tirement go unnoticed, we'll underscore here 
some of the announcement’s salient features 
as it affects the Army’s sports program. 

First, the climax of Crook’s career as a 
boxer—which proved mutually beneficial to 
the athlete and the service—reflected great 
credit not only on the U.S.A., but also on the 
Army and the 101st Abn. Div. 

With this outstanding accomplishment, Ed 
Crook unknowingly supplied the Army sports 
program with tangible “public relations” weap- 
on to combat the popular conception that 
soldier-athletes contribute little to the serv- 
ice’s overall mission. 

* +. 

THE ADDITIONAL lesson to be learned 
-by those who would deprecate the efforts and 
skills of finely-conditioned athletes would also 
prove of incalculable value. The derisive “jock- 
strap” appellation is crim unfair to the 
many Ed Crooks whe provide the Army with 
a perfect marriage of dedicated soldiering and 
athletic attainment. 

There is little doubt teday that the once 
ambitious and highly successful Army sports 
program has been decimated on many posts. 

A special services officer recently observed 
the present low estate of sports and physical 
conditioning througk recreational means by 
remarking: . ’ 

“The only thing that can.save us now 
is a wave of VD and AWOL cases. Then, 
maybe, the commanders would 

atmos- 


pe a sports program to cleanse the 
phere.” 

To take advantage of Crook’s Olympian 
achievement would require little imagination 
by Army chiefs. As we see it, the victory and 
its import would indeed be lost if the singular 
event were relegated to a statistic or to 
staff report. 

How much better would it be if 
fortunate chain of circumstances were 
verted into a new, vigorous project, 
squaring the usefulness of sports as 
for attaining vital leadership qualities. 

In this way, the unembellished story of

—would still afford the Army a chance to 


capitalize on that rapidly-diminishing com- 
modity: Inspiration.

IS THERE any danger on going overboard 
in the handling of the story of this Screaming 
Eagle? 

We think not. This is not the story of an 
Olympic champion, or any other champion. 
There have been countless athletes in uniform 
who have performed with equal distinction.

At target #2, the mark is at 250 
meters, measures 30 centimeters, 
a bit less than 12 inches, and again 
any position, prone, sitting, kneel- 
‘ing or offhand is okay but no handy 
tree-limb or log can be used. The 
third set of targets are only 150 
|meters but, while closer, the tar- 
get has been sealed down to a 
skinny 20 centimeters, less than 
eight inches. Finally, on the fourth 
and last set he must stand on his 
hind legs, fire from 100 meters at 
a bull which measures 30 centi- 
meters. 

For each target missed the com- 
petitor is penalized two minutes 
by adding this time to his skiing 
time. This is a low blow and places 
high premium on good marksman- 
ship. During the 1960 Olympics 
we entered the biathlon, which was 
run off in Squaw Valley, and came 
out looking like precisely’ what we 
were, babes in the woods. More 
recently the squad flew over the 





top of the world and descended on 





the Swedes, ‘Finns Norwegians and 
others and this time we came out 
with a handsome 7th place. We are 
improving. Each nation, under ex- 
isting rules, may enter four com- 
petitors. Both team scores and in- 
dividual awards are given.

Some of the men have served in two or three wars. 

The youngest man is 29. The oldest, John C. Ford, is 
96. (Ford and Clinton R. Hamilton, 95, who is known as 
the Home’s “poet laureate” because he writes poetry, have 
had a continual friendly debate going for some time as 
to who is older but the records give this title to Ford.) 
Hamilton, incidentally, sold a poem to a magazine last 
year, proving that he is not an amateur poet. (And 
how many men can sell poetry at the age of 967)

OF THE present 2109 members, the vast majority has 
over 20 years of service. The average length of service 
is 18.6 years and 1436 have over 20 years in. 

There are three classes of eligibles for entry to the 
Home: 

1—An enlisted man (or warrant officer) with 20 
years or more service, with some time as a Regular. 

2—An enlisted man (or warrant officer) disabled 
in the line of duty who cannot earn his own living, pro- 
viding he has had some time in the Regular Army. 

3.—An enlisted man (or warrant officer) with a non- 
service connected disability if he is unable to earn a 
living, if he has had some time in a Regular, and if 
he has served on active duty during a wartime period. 

All this is spelled out in AR 905-10 and AFR 34-20. 

+ * +* 


A RUMOR, picked up during a recent meeting of an 
Army enlisted group in Washington, claimed that the 
Soldiers Home included among its members (1) displaced 
persons, (2) retired government workers, and (3) 90- 
day veterans. The rumor is false or, at best, extremely 
misleading. 

__ There may be a few disabled men who have not had 


90 days in the Army or Air Force but they must have 
served as a Regular at some time. And there are no 
retired civilians living at the Home. Seven civilians who 
work at the Home and are on.24-hour duty call reside 
there, but that is all, Army Times was told by Soldiers 
Home officials. Similar rumors that there are officers 
living in the Home or that the Home has a long waiting 
list are also false. 

Members who are not on a pension or a retired list 
(and those who are, the majority, can draw their pension 
or retirement money at the Home in cash) or who do not 
draw pay for work at the Home, receive $5 pocket money 
from the Home each month. About 300 of Home members 
work in some capacity at the Home — from assistant 
librarian to elevator operator. Members may also accept 
outside employment provided they continue to meet their 
minimum obligations to the Home. A good many members 
have their own cars, as a glance at the parking lots will 
prove. 

“Home members contribute generously to all public 
requests,” Gen. Haislip points out. The Home completed 
the last United Givers Fund drive with 160 percent of 
its.quota. Aside from banks, the Home is also the second 
largest bond-buyer in Washington from the Treasury 
Department. 

The Home has a superior safety record. The Home’s 
safety consciousness is apparent in many ways. For ex- 
ample, the street lights are of sufficient intensity for 
those of dimming vision and are strategically placed to 
discourage prowlers, at one time a problem. 

Because of the high ground — from one spot boasting 
a commanding view you can look down on the Capitol 
dome — Soldiers Home is 10 degrees cooler in the sum- 
mer than in downtown Washington. 

- * * 


THE HOME’S trust fund now stands at $88 million. 
It costs about $5-542 million to run the Home each year. 
During FY 1960, the Home received $5,617,000 from 
courts—martial fines; 1, 496, 000 from the 10 cents a month 





deduction from the paychecks of Regular Army and Reg- 
ular Air Force enlisted men and warrant. officers; and 
2,762,000 from interest credited to the permanent fund. 
The Home also received 29,000 due to dishonorable dis- 
charges, and 5400 from forfeitures because of desertion. 

During testimony before a Senate subcommittee last 
month to discuss the Home’s needs, Gen. Haislip pointed 
out that since the early 1950s the Home’s annual income 
has declined from $13 million to $10 million. He added 
that this is happening at the same time that costs of op- 
erating the Home have gone up. But,there is no serious 
concern for the Home’s financial state. 

Although the Home’s money is its own, every year 
Congress and the Bureau of the Budget approve annual 
expenditures. Except when the Bureau of the Budget 
suggests ways to save money, the proposed expenditures 
are approved quickly amid words of praise from Congress- 
men for the smooth way in which the Home is conducted. 

* * * 


CREDIT for starting the Soldiers Home goes to Gen- 
eral Winfield Scott. Congress had batted the idea back and 
forth for some time with no results, so Scott, then the 
Army’s commanding general, found his own way to get 
it started. 

When Scott’s men occupied Mexico City during the 
Mexican War in 1846, he offered to protect the people 
of the city from the pillaging and looting that was then 
sanctioned by the “laws” of war. He asked that the city 
pay the U.S. $150,000 “in lieu of pillage.” The city com- 
plied. Of this money Scott sent $100,000 to the Bank of 
America “to the credit of the Army Asylum.” The Secre- 
tary of War protested the action but Congress passed an 
act making it legal. Those interested in the details are 
advised to read an extellent history of the Home written 
by Col.~Paul R. Goode, who served as Deputy Governor 
(The United States Soldiers’ Home, 1957, privately pub- 
lished but available in most Army libraries). 

General Scott would be proud of the U.S. Soldiers 
Home, a fascinating place that needs neither charity or 
government appropriations to do the job. Regulars can 
rest assured that their 10 cents a month is a meaningful 
and worthwhile investment.

7A Tank-Gunner Program 
Shifts Stress to Crew Tests 


BERGEN-HOHNE, Germany—The breechblock has been closed on the fiscal 
performance of Seventh Army tankers at this mammoth NATO tank gunnery range as 
Lt. Gen. Garrison H. Davidson’s decentralized training program stays in high gear. 


For six years Seventh Army and 
Berlin Command gunners have 
fired here annually. “New tech- 
niques that go beyond the firing 
of the tank’s main cannon will be 
instituted in tank training,” ac- 
cording to Colonel Samuel McC. 
Goodwin, Seventh Army Tank Gun- 
nery program director. 

The switch to a decentralized, 
combat-posture qualification course 
will take entire tank crews and 
their own armor directly to Graf- 
enwoehr, the Seventh Army train- 
ing grounds in southern Germany. 
“It will emphasize the judging of 
each crew member’s performance 








as a part of the team, and will test 
his reaction with the rest of the 
crew. The techniques in the new 
decentralization program will 
bring to bear not only added fire. 
power, but mobility and shock ac- 
tion,” Col. Goodwin stated. 

The program that signaled an 
end to the Bergen-Hohne ranges 
was recently instituted by Lt. Gen. 
Garrison H. Davidson, Seventh 
Army CG. His purpose is “to train 
the crews as combat effective 
units, not necessarily as individu- 
als.” General Davidson’s new pro- 
gram will also save the, govern- 





ment about 1 million dollars an- 
nually in range fees. 


Capt. Thelma L. Frazier, project 
officer of this year’s Seventh Army 
Tank Gunnery program put it 
quite clearly when he stated, “The 
company commander will run 
more of the show than he does 
now.

New ‘Budget-by-Need’ Plan 
Proposed for All Services 


WASHINGTON — The first: De- 
fense Department budget drawn up 
entirely by the Kennedy adminis- 
tration will be developed on the 
basis of an entirely new and differ- 


ent concept—beginning with the 


needs of the services and without 
considering a dollar ceiling. This 
was the essence of a proposal made 
by the new administration’s De- 
fense Department Comptroller 
Charles J. Hitch this week. 

In his proposal, Hitch explained 
fhat the services will be asked to 
prepare their initial budget re- 
quests solely on the basis of what 
they think is needed. These re- 
quests will then be screened by 
Defense officials who will have a 
sharp eye on the economy. 

But another major change in the 
budget procedure advocated. by 
Hitch is that instead of looking at 
the services as separate entities, 
Defense budgeteers will be looking 
at separate tasks, missions and 
forces. Budget requests, in fact, 
are to be presented in approxi- 
mately 300 “program packages or 
elements”—separate items such as 
the Nike Zeus program, an infan- 
try battalion or the research and 
development command. 

Though this will perhaps be more 
complicated and involve a consid- 
erable overlapping of elements or 
parts in two or more “ 
packages,” Hitch believes that it 
will give budget planners a better 
idea of the value of each element 
and offer them a better opportun- 





ity to choose between competing or 
duplicating efforts. 

The proposals also call for long- 
er-range planning—perhaps as far 
ahead as 10 years or more, and at 
least as far as five years. Each 
“package” item is to be presented 
not only in terms of its cost for the 
current budget request, but infor- 
mation as to its cost over a five 
year period or longer must be in- 
cluded. 

The aim here is to eliminate pro- 
grams which prove uneconomical 
after they are started, to prevent 
wasting money on programs which 
later may have to be cancelled. 
The budget -presented by the De- 
fense Department to Congress, 
however, will be presented on a 
year-by-year basis. It will also be 
presented in the traditional sepa- 
rate service form, rather than as 
a collection of “program package” 
items — though Hitch suggested 
that the latter form may also be 
submitted to Congress as an aid. 

The biggest change advocated, 
however, is still in the shifting of 
emphasis from dollar ceilings to 
needs. Under previous concepts, 
the Defense Department has al- 
ways submitted dollar “guide- 
lines” to the services and asked 
them to prepare their budgets on 
this basis 


If adopted, the new method of 
drawing up Defense budgets would 
begin to go into effect this sum- 
mer, as a series of seminars will 
be held to consider the 1963 De- 
fense budget.

QM Says 


W ASHINGTON—The Army Quartermaster Corps denied 


last week that it was going 


to bring out a new raincoat 


for officers and enlisted men but admitted that there is 
a “continuing program” to find a better waterproof fabric. 


The new taupe 179 raincoat in- 
troduced by the Army last year for 
wear with service and dress uni- 
forms has been a subject of con- 
troversy. At first, it was found 
that many of the garments had 
leaky seams but QM insists that 
“defects causing complaints when 
this raincoat was initially issued 
were subsequently corrected.” 
Seam patching kits were then is- 
sued. 

Some servicemen, both officers 
and enlisted, still complain that 
the raincoat will not keep out wa- 
ter in a downpour. Others maintain 
that it will but‘add that there is 
not enough breathing texture to 
prevent perspiration. Apparently, 
these. complaints vary depending 
on the manufacturer. 

Greatest objection to the new 
raincoats, it was reported, is that 
they. look “sloppy”.and cannot be 
pressed. 

It was reported at the Pen- 
tagon last week that the Army was 
looking for a new fabric for a new 
raincoat. To this, the QM stated: 

“The present coat is considered 
satisfactory and the Army has no 
current plan to intreduce a new 
raincoat ... 

“In consonance with the QM’s 
continuing program of improving 
its items, the corps is continually 
looking for treatments and proc- 
esses to better waterproof fabric.” 

The present raincoat is worn 
only with service and dress uni- 
forms. The poncho is used for field 
wear. The raincoat is included in 
the initial issue to EM, must be 
bought by officers. It is sold both 
through QM clothing sales stores 
and commercial outlets.
